TWO LADY MEDICAL GRADUATES. 


Honors Received at the University of Lon- 
don—Sketches of Their Lives. 

Among those who were recently presented 
to Lord Granville, the Chancellor of the Uni- 

versity of London, on 
what is known as 
“presentation Day.“ 
at Burlington House, 
says a writer in the 
London Graphic, were 
Mrs. Mary Scharlieb, 
who has recently re- 
ceived the M. D. de- 
gree from the London 
University, and whose 
career, as her biog- 
raphy will show, has 
been a remarkable one 
for a woman, and Miss 
Worley, who won the 
MARY LOUISA WORLEY. gold medal in classics 
and stood at the head of the M. A.’s of the 
year. We subjoin some accountof these two 
noteworthy ladies. Mary Louisa Worley was 
educated at the Norta London Collegiate 
School for Girls and at Girton College, Cam- 
bridge. She matriculated at the London Uni- 
versity in 1883. being third on the list, and 
gaining an exmibiuon. In 1886 she passed 
the B. A. degree, gaining horors in classics, 
and in 1888 took her classical tripos at Cam- 
bridge and the M. A. degree at ndon Uni- 
versity, gaining the gold medal, he is 24 
years of age. 

Mrs. Mary Scharheb sends the following 
account of herseit: “I was born in London 
in 1845, received a good general education, 
married William Mason Scharlied, barrister- 
at-law, and went with him to Madras n 1863. 
Early in 1871 I commenced the study of medi- 
cine privately, was admitted tothe Madras 
Medical College in 1575, and received the 
College License in July, 1878. 1 came to 
Lohdon. studied for the degrees of Bachelor 
of Medicine and Bachelor of Surgery (M. B., 
B. S.), and passed the exam:nations in No- 
vember and December, 1882. I was awarded 
the University Scholarship and Gold Medal 
in Obstetric Medicine, Honors in Medicine, 
Forensic Medicine, and Surgery. I then went 
to Vienna to improve my knowledge of obstet- 
rics and diseases of the ear and eye. 1 re- 
turned to Indiana in August, 1883, made an 
excellent practice, and 
succeeded (chiefly 
through the influence 
of the late Governor's 
wite, Lady Grant Duff) 
in establishing the 
Royal Victoria Hos- 
pital for High Caste 
and Gosha Women in 
1886. Early in 1887 I 
was compelled by ill- 
health to leave India 
forever. began to 
practice in London in 
IS, and am doing 
well. In December, 

1888, I passed the de- . 

ree of M. D. of the MRS. MARY SCHARLIEB, 

ondon University. While in Madras I hela 
the appointment of jecturer on obstetric 
medicine two the women students of e 
Madras Medical College, and of examiner 
to the University of Madras in obstetrics, 
diseases of women and children, materia 
medica, and therapeutics. I am now senior 
physician to out-patients at the New Hos- 
pital, Marylebone road; lecturer on forensic 
medicine to the London School of Medicine 
for Women; and Queen's lecturer on physi- 
ology to the National Association of Nurses.”’

The buying up of industrial 
establishments, which is the latest phase of 
this capitulistic energy. is not only a new 
direction of effort, but it is believed to be 
more of a proletarian character than those 
that preceded it. The buying is done for 
men who invest but a few pounds each, the 
shares forsome of them not exceeding the 
equivalent of twenty-five dollars. This is a 
sum that can be spared by each of several 
thousand workers of the superior class, who 
hope to obtain a steady increment to their 
earnings at least twice as great as they 


could get by investing them at home. The plan 


of investing small sums in American enter- 
prises is said to have really supplanted the 
home savings bank in the esteem and patron- 
age of alarge number of British workmen, 
and if the schemes now on foot prove to be 
paying ones the offerings of their capital 
will probably be much larger in the near fut- 
ure than now. 
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Mayor COreGien was asked yesterday 
whether he had taken or intended to take 
any steps to free the Chicago police force 
from the demoralizing influences of the Clan- 
na-Gael, but he decliaed to answer. Yet it 
is time that he should take some action. 
Nothing has done more to shake public confi- 
dence in tue police force of this city than the 
revelations of the Cronin case. The indict- 
ment of one detective, the suspension of an- 
other, and the evident unwillingness of a 
patrolman when on the witness stand to say 
anything which might hurt members of the 
society have led many to believe that mem- 
ber in such organizations as the Clan-na-Gael 
should disqualify a man for a place on the 
police force. This is not true of those who 
belong to all secret societies. One Forester 


will arrest another if he finds him commit- 


ting a crime. One Odd-Fellow, or Knight of 
Pythias, or member of the Ancient Order of 
Hibernians is not swayed in the verform- 
ance of his duty by the oaths of the lodge- 
room, bu} with tnose who belong to the Clan- 
nu-Gael it appears to be different. With therm 
it is the order first. The city or the country 
comes next, and must take its chances. So 
let Mayor Cregier issue his order. 


CRIPPLED EXTRADITION LAWS. 

The extraordinary refusal of Gov. Hill of 
New York to honor the requisition of the 
Governor of lilinois for the fugitives Maroney 
and McVonald may well call attention to the 
manner in which the Federal Extradition 
law is intertered with and obstructed by 
the illegitimate action of State officials. The 
extent to which such interference has been 
carried is shown by the statement of Super- 
intendent Hubbard that “tne Extradition 
law of New York is extremely strict” and 
chat New York and Ohio have the strictest 
laws governing the surrender of prisoners 
and everything has to be in proper shape to 
get men out of those States.“ 
ent Hubbard must, by virtue of his position, 
be quite familiar with the practice in ex- 
traditing fugitives from justice, and it is 
plain his experience has given him the im- 
pression that the law governing the rendi- 
tion of prisoners is that of the individual 
States and varies in the different State 
jurisdictions. If, as Superintendent Hub- 
bard’s statement would seem to prove, such 
is the practice, it shows simply how a Na- 
tional law intended to have precisely the 
same effect and bearing in every part of the 
country has been clogged and hampered by 
unwarranted Stute action. 

Tne law for the surrender ot fugitive crim- 
inals escaping from one State to another can- 
not legaily be anything else in New York or 
Ohio than in any other States. Inter-State 
extradition in this country is not a matter of 
comity but of constitutional obligation, and 
is especially provided for in the National 
Constitution, which is supposed to be the 
supreme law of the land, Gov. Hill and other 
State Executives to the contrary notwith- 
standing. The framers of the Constitution 
did not believe the Union could endure if 
States were permitted to give shelter and 
asylum to criminals escaping from other 
States, and they took action which it was 
thought would effectually prevent n 
of the kind. The Constitution says 


A person charged in any State with treason, 
felony, or other crime who shall flee from jus stice 
and be found in another State shall ON DEMAND 
of the Executive authority of the State from 
which he fled be delivered up to be removed to 
the State having jurisdiction of the crime. 


No State can legally add to or take from 
the abode provision. By the supreme law of 
the land every State is bound to deliver any 
fugitive escaping from another State and 
taking refuge in its jurisdiction. All that 
a Governor can ask is proof that the person 
demanded is a fugitive from justice and is 
wanted for trial in the State having jurisdic- 
tion of the crime. For this reason the act of 
Congress adopted to give effect to the con- 
stitutional provision provides that a certified 
copy of the indictment or information must 
go with the requisition to give proof that the 
person is a fugitive charged with crime in 
the demanding State and wanted there for 
trial. The States have no right to add one 
jot to these requirements. The law has its 
basis in the Federal Constitution and is strict- 
ly National in character, and must legaily be 
precisely the same in every State and Terri- 
tory in the Union. When a Governor is 
presented such a demand as the Federal 
statute prescribes it is his duty to comply 
With it, and he has no shadow of right to add 
other conditions to those required by the 
Constitution and the act of Congress. Nor 
has he the slightest right to cavil and try to 
pick, flaws in the authenticated judicial 
record of the demanding State. Gov. Hill 
shouid read tne decision of the United States 
Supreme Court declaring that when the 
papers specified in the act of Congress are 
presented to a Governor “ he has no right to 
look behina them, er to question them, or to 
look into the character of the crime specified 
in the judicial proceeding.” The State 
sovereignty Executive of New York who has 
tried to condemn and discredit the authenti- 
cated judicial record of Illinois would do well 
to turn to the Federal Constitution and read 
the following: Full faith and credit shal! 
be given in each State to the public acts, 
records, and judicial proceedings of every 
other State.“ | 

The United States Supreme Court has said 
that the inter-State extradition clause in the 
Federal Constitution declares the “moral 
duty“ of a Governor, but that “ there is no 
power delegated to the General Government 
to use coercive means to compel the Govern- 
or of aState to discharge his duty in this 
respect.“ That is the case with Gov. Hill. 
He has refused to perform the duty put upon 
him by Federal law and has discredited and 
condemned the judicial record of Litinois, 
which the Constitution says is entitled 
to full faith and credit. Still there 
is no way to compel him to perform 
his duty. It seems that the National 
Extradition law can be abrogated or nullified 
in whole or part atthe will of demagogic 
Governors ready to shelter crime for the 


| Sake of votes or eager to air their State sov- 


ereignty dogmas and display contempt for 
Natioral authority. Such being the case, 
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| should not Congress take the power of sur- 


rendering fugitive criminals entirely out 
of the hands of State Executives and 
lodge it with the United States Judges or 
other Federal officials? Such unwarranted 
and arbitrary acts as that of Gov. Hill in re- 
fusing to surrender for trial persons charged 
with crime cannot fail, if imitated by other 
Governors, to produce bad feeling between 
the States. Demagogic Governors, with an 
eye to the votes of fugitives from justice and 
their sympathizers, cannot be permitted to 
establish inside the United States asylums 
for crime like tnat so long maintained across 
the Canadian line. 


‘SOME EXCEEDINGLY IMPRUDENT ADMIS- 


SIONS. 

One of the strongest arguments which the 
annexationistsin Lake and other suburbs have 
to advance is the fact that the taxes are much 
higher there than they are in the city. To 
break the force of this some of their oppo- 
nents are making statements which cut two 
ways—which show both the advisability of 
annexation from the taxpayers’ point of view, 
and also the fact that property-owners will 
be swaizped with taxes if annexation is de- 
feated. 

At a meeting of the antis one of the speak- 
ers, who had been in the employ of the town, 
claimed that the low-tax advantage of Chi- 
cago was nominal, not real. The rate of tax- 
ation was higher in Lake but the assessment 
was lower. While Chicago property was as- 
sessed ata third of its fair cash value, that 
in Lake was assessed at from a fifth to a 
tenth. The statement is not quite correct 
as regards this city. Property is not valued 
at a third of whatitis worth, a quarter being 
nearer the actual figure. Thereis no doubt 
that much property in Lake is assessed pro- 
portionately lower than in Chicago, but not 
enough lower to offset the much higher tax 
rate, which is 8 per cent in the town ond a 
little under 6in the city. 

Supposing annexation 1s defeated. The 
County Board has been officially notified that 
the assessment of Lake is much lower than 
that of the Chicago towns. When it comes 
to equalize the assessment this summer it 
will see to and cure that inequality. There 
are ten men on that board who are elected 
from Chicago, and they will not permit a 
gross injustice to be done to their immediate 
constituents. How can the one man who is 
specially interested in the Town of Lake hin- 
der them? Thus the assessment will ve 
raised, and the taxeaters, who are now col- 
lecting all the taxes the law allows, will take 
advantage of that increased valuation and 
charge rates which are fully as high as the 
present ones. More money will be collected 
for school, town, and other purposes, and 
will be squandered as in tne past. 

Supposing the town is annexed. The as- 
sessment will still be made by a person 
elected by the taxpayers of the Town of 
Lake, and he will probably make it after the 
old fashion. If the County Board does not 
raise it then the property-owners will get 
the benefit of the low Chicago rates, and their 
taxes will be lessened a quarter. Should the 
assessment be increased so as to be propor- 
tionately equal to that of Chicago they would 
still be gainers owing to the low Chicago 
rates, and their taxes would be lessened by 
something over atenth. Thus whatever hap- 
pens annexation is the wisest financial pol- 
icy, and the continuance of the present sys- 
tem of government the foolishest. 

Another of the arguments of the antis is 
that this city is trying to gobble the suburbs 
so that it may make money out of them— 
that having squeezed dry the territory within 
its present limits it wants to lay hands on 
some virgin soil and exploit that. Such is 
the talk of a melancholy man named Job, 
who dwelis somewhere down in the Calumet 
marshes and is a victim of Chicagophobia in 
its acutest form. This modern Job, seated 
on his little ash heap, says gioomily to his 
friends that Chicago wants Hyde Park be- 
„ cause she’s hard pressed for money and 
„wants new and unincumbered territory to 
pound so as to heip pay off her big debts.“ 
Job does not seem to understand that in pro- 
portion to population and resources Chicago 
has the smallest debt of any city in the coun- 
try; that both Hyde Park and Lake owe per 
capita more than this city, and that they are 
the ones who will gain by annexation, not 
Chicugoans. They, staggering under the 
burden of an indebtedness which is daily be- 
coming more grievous, should rejoice that 
their indebtedness is to be put on shoulders 
which are stronger than theirs. If Job 
were the owner of all the unincumbered 
property in Hyde Park—unincumbered by 
town or school district debts—he would not 
own land enough whereon to raise even one 
solitary cabbage. 
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SCARLET FEVER AND DIPHTHERIA 

A week ago a Chicago servant girl was 
taken sick with scariet fever. Naturally 
neither her master nor mistress wanted her 
to stay in the house. This may not have been 
from lack of humanity. There may have 
been children for whom they feared and it 
may have been impossible for them to care 
for her. They telephoned the County Hos- 
pital to ask if she would be received there, 
were told she would not be, and then un- 
wisely called the patrol wagon and had her 
sent to the hospital, where of course she was 
refused admittance. It is against the rules 
of that instituuon. It is claimed that there 
is no room there for such patients, and that 
if they were let in, there being no means of 
isolating them, they would endanger the 
health of others. 

There is doubtless some measure of truth 
in this, but it does not alter the fact that 
there is no provision in this great city for 
patients suffering from contagious or in- 
fectious diseases, with the exception of 
small-pox. When stricken with sickness 
they must stay where they are—in private 
families or in hotels. The hospital autnori- 
ties say that such cases should be cared for— 
nobody denies that—but there is a dispute as 
to who should do the caring. The County 
Commissioners say that it is the business of 
the city, though why one form of disease 
should be looked after by one municipality, 
and another by another, they do not explain. 
Why should rheumatism be a county and 
searlet fever a city charge? Some of the 
Commissioners are willing that the county 
should attend to the matter jointly with the 
city, but the Aldermen say it is none of their 
business. So between them all nothing is 
done, and thus it happens that sometimes 
persons suffering from diseases which forbid 
their entering the County Hospital are 
turned out on the streets and find their only 
shelter in a police station. 

The most practical suggestion which has 
been made is that of Commissioner Giimore: 
that a cheap frame building be put up for 
the accommodation of such cases, and that 
after it has been used for some years and 
has been saturated with the germs of disease 
it be torn down and the material burnt. 
A common board shanty even, with decent 
attendance, would be a great advance on the 
present method of utter negiect. It is doubt- 
less true that if such a hospital were open 
attempts would be made to abuse its privi- 
leges. The hospital authorities say that 
some of the applications for the admission of 
scarlet fever patients are made in cases 
where a servant girl has caught che disease 
from attendance on the children of the house, 
and where her employers, in spite of that 
fact, have sought te get her off their hands. 
This is not exactiy humane treatment, and it 
is not necessary that such cases should be re- 
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| ceived unless the employer is willing to pay 
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the girl’s board. But this does not excuse. 
the County Board for failing to do its duty. 
The money thrown away in increasing the 
wages of county employés would have put up 
acheap buildiag which would have accom- 
modated all the deserving patients. There 
is sufficient “emergency” to justify the ap- 
propriation now. 
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ENGLISH WOMEN PROTESTING AGAINST 
THE SUFFRAGE. 

A back fire has recently been made upon 
femaie suffrage in England similar to that 
which nas been witnessed more than once in 
our own country. In other words, we have 
now the spectacle of a large number of prom- 
inent women in England declaring in as pub- 
lic manner as they can that they do not wish 
the suffrage themselves and that they do not 
want to have it conferred upon their sex for 
various good and sufficient reasons which 
they set forth in the curreat number of the 
Nineteenth Century. 

This appeal against suffrage is signed by 
over one hundred of the leading and most 
cultivated women of England, among them 
being Lady Randolph Churchill, Mrs. Hum- 
phry Ward (whose name is a guaranty 
that Robert Elsmere would find no place 
for female voters in his new scheme of re- 
form), Mrs. Huxley, Mrs. Lynn Linton, Mrs. 
Kegan Paul, Mrs. Routh of Newnham (fe- 
male) College, Mrs. Alma Tadema, Dowager 
Lady Stanley, Mrs. W. E. Forster, Mrs. Max 
Miiller, Lady Frederick Cavendish, Mrs. Gos- 
chen, Mrs. J. R. Green, Mrs. Frederic Harri- 
son, Mrs. Walter Bagehot, Mrs. Matthew 
Arnold, and others, The names we have 
given are sufficient, as they are representa- 
tive ones in the various departments of poli- 
tics, literature, art, science, education, and 
reform work. The reasons which they set 
forth why they are opposed to female suf- 
trage have been often given by its opponents 
on this side of the water, and particularly in 
the notable protest which was submitted to 
the New York Legislature not long ago by 
the prominent women of the metropolis and 
other cities in that State. Their first reason, 


that “it is not just to give women direct 


power of deciding questions of policy, ef war, 
of toreign or colonial affairs, of commerce and 
finance equal to that of men, because in all 
those spheres women’s direct participation is 
made impossible either by the disabilities of 
sex or by strong formations of custom and 
habit resting ultimately on physical differ- 
ences, against which it is useless to con- 
tend,” is neatly put, and is conclusive enough 
in itself to obviate the necessity of any fur- 
ther statement. They assign other reasons, 
however, among them the destruction of 
their influence upon men, the practical diffi- 
culties which stand in the way, the objec- 
tionable manner in which a reform is urged 
which the majority of women do not want, 
and their satisfaction with the present sys- 
tem, which is rapidly righting all the wrongs 
of women. These several reasons are forci- 
biy urged, but the first one, as itis set forth in 
théir own language, is, after all, the **knock- 
down”? argument and one which has never 
yet been answered. Until the fatal embodi- 
ment and incumbrance of sex are overcome 
and the duties imposed by nature can be set 
aside it is useless for the one sex to assume 
the objects or prerogatives of the other, and 
on this one reason hang all the law and the 
gospel of anti-female suffrage. 

The protest in the Nineteenth Century will 
undoubtedly cause a fiutter of surprise 
among the suffragists in this country, as, 
especially since the manifest decadence of 
the movement here, the leaders have been 
accustomed to regard England as the bul- 
wark of their défense. It will add to their 
uneasiness that the editors of the magazine 
in question have requested all their female 
readers who approve of the protest to send 
in their names for publication. 


A DISTINGUISHED PROFESSIONAL IRISH- 
MAN 


The libel suit brought against Patrick Sars- 
field Cassidy of the Catholic News by O' Dono- 
van-Rossa, for so long avime the acknowl- 
edged leader of the Irish revolutionary party 
and the professional enemy of Great Brit- 
ain, hoisted the latter patriot as high as 
Gilderoy’s kite. One of his own bombs 
could not have done its work with more neat- 
ness and dispatch. It was brought out on 
the trial that Patrick Ford of the Jrish World 
in 1884 gave Rossa 81,500 from the emer- 
gency fund to be divided among the depend- 
ent families of the prisoners betrayed into 
penal servitude by another patriot, James 
McDermott. The families got $500, and $1,000 
went into Rossa’s pockets. Still later this 
thrifty patriot pocketed $250 out of a test- 
monial fund. In 1884 he turned up $900 short 
in his accounts with the Fenian Brotherhood, 


‘which he offset by a unique note of hand tes- 


that he owed $900 to Ireland. 
he was over $1,000 
short Further testimony showed that 
he was the intimate friend of the 
betrayer, McDermott, and that the latter 
had his credentials as his representative. A 
letter from Henry Labouchére was also ad- 
mitted as evidence for the defense setting 
forth that Mr. Cassidy was at liberty to as- 
sert that money had been reveived from the 
British Vice Consul by a secret service agent 
of the British Government and handed to

Mebermott for Rossa. In view of this testi- 


mony it will occasion no surprise that Rossa 
is now urging the removal“ of Cassidy in 
the columns of his paper, the United Jrish- 
man. 
O’Donovan-Rossa is notin good odor now 
among the professional patriots, but the 
Manner in which he conducted business at 
the old stand half a dozen years ago reads 
much like the operations of the triangle of 
the Clan-na-Gael nowadays. Stealing, em- 
berzlement, treachery, removals. They all 
have a strangely familiar sound. Is this the 
kind of stuff out of which Irish patriots are 
made? Are there not honesty, virtue, and 
courage enough leftin the Irish people to 
rise and stamp out these scoundrels who are 
bringing such discredit on their cause? 
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THE BOSTON PLAYSTEAD. 

The latest Yankee notion adopted by Bos- 
ton is a graceful, sensible, and healchy one, 
called “the Playstead.’’ It consists simply 
of a generous portion of one of the city parks 
set apart for the use of the school children, 
just as,even from the days of the British 
occupation when the young Bostonians pro- 
tested against the insolence of the.redcoats, 
a part of Boston Common has been sacred 
to the uses of the youngsters. In this case, 
however, the consecration is upon a much 
larger scale and will accommodate thou- 
Sands. The Playstead was dedicated a few 
days ago, when 10,000 of the 60,000 children 
of the city, representing the first classes of 
the grammar schools, the pupils of the high 
schools, and the famous School Regiment, 
marched upon the Playstead with banners 
and music, hoisted the National flag, gave it 
three cheers, and then took possession of the 
grounds fora romp, after the regiment had 
displayed its skill in military tactics. It was 
originally the intention to take the entire 
60,000 there and let them loose, but trans- 
portation could not be had. It goes without 
saying, however, that they will now find 
their way there without difficulty, and that 
the children’s ground wili be well occupied 
hereafter, particularly through the summer 
vacauons. 

The Boston Advertiser, indulging in some ex- 
cusable pride over the latest notion of the 
city, says; Why should not every city pro- 
vide some simple, wholesome, and mexpen- 


sive amusements for ria little folks!” The 
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question is a pertinent one. In Chicago we 
have set apart certain portions of Jackson 
and Lincoln Parks for youthful pleasure, but 
upon no such scale as Boston, nor with any 
Special reference to school children. Our 
pleasure grounds are almost exclusively oc- 
cupied by young men and women, and chil- 
dren of school age would find little chance for 
a romp over them or for their peculiar games. 
They have no chance for an outing except ou 
picnic days, which Only Gome once a year or 
so, but to own a playstead, capable of accom- 
modating thousands of them and convenient- 
ly located, to feei that it belonged to them 
and that no policeman could drive them off 
the grass or stop their sports, would be a 
great event in their lives. Play is a neces- 
sity as much as work, and to provide for it 
in a rational and enjoyable way would 
bea great physical, moral, and mental ad- 
Wantage to tho rising generation and a de- 
cided benefit to the public heaith. Anything 
that would draw the children out of the 
close, crowded, and unhealthy quarters and 


give them plenty of room, good air, and op- 


portunities for exercise would eventually 
reactin the most favorable manner upon the 
general health of a city. Besides this, it 
would have @tendéncy to draw off the chil- 
dren from the streets, alleys, and vacant lots 
in the city proper, wnere their efforts to let 
off steum have become a serivus nuisance to 
residents who desire to live in quiet and pre- 
serve their premises from intrusion if not 
from serious injury. For these and numer- 
ous other reasons which will easily suggest 
themselves, Boston is to be commended for 
the steps she has taken in contributing to 
the children’s health and happiness. Would 
it not be weil if Chicago were to seriously 
consider her own duty in this direction and 
thus indirectly at least minister to her own 
advantage? Can she not improve upon what 
sbe has already done? 


MANY ROADS TO DEATH. 

The dispatches in yesterday morning’s pa- 
pers told of nine persons who, having wea- 
ried of this world, sought in death oblivion of 
their woes. Six of these were men and three 
were women. Two of the women took poison 
and two of the men used firearms. The 
others pursued widely differing paths to the 
other world. The most peculiar case was 
that of a man in Maine, who starved him- 
self to death. Last year he tried to kill him- 
self with poison, but it would not work, and 
he suffered so much while weil-meaning 
friends were bringing him to that he dis- 
gustedly renounced that way of putting an 
end to himself. Then he tried fasting, as be- 
ing cheap and sure, but after sticking to it 
for a week or so and finding that it reduced 
his weignt but little be gave it up and de- 
voted a month to a consideration of the other 
ways of reaching the grave. But some 
seemed too painful, some too undignified, and 
some too expensive. So he returned to fast- 
ing, and after thirty-nine days of abstinence 
he was successful. 

Equal determination was shown by an In- 
dianian who was crippled by afall froma 
building two years ago, and who had since 
suffered almost constant pain. Being left 
alone inthe house he determined to utilize 
the opportunity. Unable to walk or crawl 
even, he took two chairs. Seated in one he 
put the other in front of himself and hitched 
his body into it, and in this slow fashion he 
worked his way from the house to the well, 
into which he plunged headforemost and 
found quick relief. That which a weil did 
for him Niagara Falls did for an unknown 
woman. She wadeda little way out in the 
water and the swift current did the rest, 
and she went darkling down the torrent of 
“her fate over the Falls. 

An Italian cabinetmaker in New York 
City who murdered a man last month, but 
had mot yet been tried for it, committed 
suicide by hanging himself. His guilt was 
pretty plain, but there seems no reason why 
he should have anticipated the law, except 
his possible fears of being dove to death with 
electricity, of which he may have heard 
wildly exaggerated accounts. He preferred 
to die in the good old fashion rather than by 
the more scientific methods of modern civili- 
zation. Had he been a wiser man he would 
have waited. The legality of executions by 
electricity 1s now being tested in the courts. 
If it is decided that an electrical death is a 
cruel or unusual one, and hence illegal, then 
there will be no law for capital punishment 
in New York, and a life sentence would be 
the worst that could be given him. 

Two men committed murders and then 
killea themselves. Firearms were at hand 
and they naturally used them. An In- 
dianian cut his throat with a pocket-knife 
because of a dissolute son. Of the women 
who used poison, one took Rough on Rats” 
and the other strychnine. Both were “sick 
of life,” ana, like most women, resorted to 
poison rather than to more violent methods 
ot death. Women, unless insane; have a 
dislike for the knife and the revolver. They 
disfigure their personal appearance, and are 
likely to spoil their clothes. Furthermore, 
in the novels which they read it is invaria- 
bly with drugs, and not with weapons, that 
the deserted and betrayed heroine makes 
an end of herself. 

These nine cases, however, were probably 
only a third of all which happened, only the 
more striking ones being given by city 
papers. During January there were 238 
cases in the United States, in February 161, 
in March 184, in April 196,in May 258, and 
thus far in the present month 78. Last year 
there were over 1,400 suicides, and this year 
will doubtless see a much larger number. 


SEARCHING FOR SOUL-MATES., 

Tue TRIBUNE has already printed the de- 
tails of the extraordinary quest for soul- mates 
instituted by Onristian Science Healer A. 
Bentley Worthington and Christian Science 
Healer Marv H. Plunkett, in which was set 
forth the breezy way in which Mrs. Plunkett, 
tired of her legal husband, John J. Plunkett, 
took that gentleman into a back room and 
requested him to divorce himself from her, 
which he thereupon proceeded to do hy 
tendering his resignation. After kindly ac- 
cepting it Mrs. Plunkett stepped into the 
front room and she and ber soul-mate, Mr. 
Worthington, married themselves by a 
formula the ingredients of which were de- 
vised by themselves. It was a simple per- 
formance all round, being conducted on the 
lines of Christian science, which assumes 
that matter is only an appearance. Hence, 
so far as bodies are concerned, there was no 
divorce, bodies being merely appearances. 

But there is another chapter to this busi- 
ness. In fact, there are likely to be several 
chapters which will involve the interposition 
of lawyers who are not appearances, as the 
C. S. Healers may discover, much to their as- 
tonishment. After tendering his resigna 
tion as husband Mr. Plunkett began to come 
to his senses, and when he had fully accom. 
plished that operation found himself in the 
midst of practical environments which were 
ugly realities and not appearances. He found 
that he was about to be frozen out of the con- 
duct of the International Magazme of Chris- 
tian Science and out of the profitable business 
of healing; that when Brother Worthington 
absorbed all of Brother Plunkett’s interest« 
in Sister Piunkett he inciuded such worldly 
real:ties as mortgage notes secured by liens 
on Western farm lands, sever@ insurance 
policies on the life of Moses Field, the Michi 
gander who in some manner had transferred 
to Mrs. Plunkett obligations dependent upon 
the earthly tenure of his corporeal “ appear- 
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less a person than John J. Plunkett himselt. 
That the grass widow’s soul-mate should hold 
this lien upon his clay tenement, be it reality 
or appearance, was too much for Piunkett. 
He kicked, and now has applied for a di- 
vorce, including we return of his property 
and the custody of his childten. He is a 
gentle soul, however, as will be seen by the 
following protest which he makes to a World 
reporter: 


It places me inan awkward position now, 
doesn't it, for those unscrupulous people to have 
an insurance = on my lite! It makes a piece 
of property of me und gives them an insurable 
interest in me which I feel they no longer non 
any right to possess. I shall, of course, see 
through my lawyers to recover from ire 
Piunkett*such things of mine as she withholds 
from me. My . anxiety, however, is to 
secure my divorce, It may be that I shall prose- 
cute her for bigamy, as lum informed that her 
marriage to Worthington is a real marriage un- 
der the law of this State, in which case I think 
she has been guilty of bigamous conduct. They 
have both grossly deceived me, so much so that 
I no longer believe a word they say. 


Worthington and his soul-mate, however, 
are not going to give up without a fight. In 
the current number of the International Mag- 
azine of Christian Science, out of which he has 
just frozen the gentle Flunkett, appears the 
following ominous pronunciamento:

A FEW days ago Tur Tristune presented 
some figures in regard to sugar, tending to 
show that the present alleged scarcity of 
that article is mostly artificial, being due to 
the fact that interior dealers have loaded up 
in anticipation of higher prices, and thus 
caused an undue diminution in volumeof the 
visible supply. There is room for suspicion 
that much the same inference might be 
legitimately drawn about coffee if the exact 
figures could be furnished. Many circum- 
stances point to the conclusion that the men 
who buy actual coffee in comparatively 
small lots for sale to consumers purchased 
more than usual, and have since been 
waiting for buyers to catch up with 
them. The wait is a long one, and 
the process of absorption at higher prices 
so slow that the market has recently 
shown signs of weakening under its own 
weight. The consumption of real coffee is 
lessened in a double way by an advance. Not 
only do retail buyers purchase less but they 
buy @ much greater perventage of adulterat- 
ing material when prices are high than when 
they are low. The stimulus afforded by a 
rise of a few cents per pound is sufficient to 
set the aduiterators at work in force, and 
they make the genuine article a cloak 
for fraud on an extensive scaie. The 155,000 
bags now in stock at New York, Baltimore, 
and New Orleans can easily be made to do 
duty for most of the 365,000 bags held in those 
cities a year ago, and the difference may be 
more than made up by the larger quantities 
now in the hands of sellers for consumption 
which are not counted in the visible supply.

holders that it is about time to sell.

it Now Turns Out That Oniy One Man

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., June 15.—[Special.]— 
The reported Indian massacre at Milie Lacs 
Lake seems to have but little foundation, in- 
asmuch as Swan Magnuson, the Swede who 
was reported murdered, arrived at the hos- 
pital in St. Cloud today.

Dr. Ramsey, the 
attending physician, savs he expects to save 
his patient’s life. Magnuson says that he 
has always been on the best of terms with 
the Indian, Wadena, who did the shooting, 
and cannot account for the attack upon him 
except that Wadena was crazy drunk and did 
not know what he wasdoing. Wadena called 
Magnuson out of bed to the door Wednes- 
day night about 12 o’clock and, without say- 
ing a word, fred upon him. He says noother 
shooting occurred on the reservation, and 
this one was due alone to whisky sold to 
Indians by the whites. A business-man from 
Mora in the city today§says that the Magnus- 
on shooting was the only case known, and 
that the sensational reports had little founda- 
tion. The probability is that some bad biood 
was stirred up it tne spree but that it will 
quiet down with the presence of the troops.

CHARGES AGAINST THE LAKE SHORE ROAD 


An Ex-Agent's Story as to the Alleged Ab- 
straction of Wheat. 

La Ports, ind., June 15.—[Special. |—The 
farmers of this vicinity and Southern Michi- 
gao, headed by F. A. White of Berrien Coun- 
ty, Michigan, are organizing and contribut- 
ing to fight the Lake Shore & Michigan 
Southern Railroad before the Inter-State 
Commission. The cause of the dissatisfac- 
tion is tne taking of five vounds off each 
wagon-load of wheat brought to the railroad 
elevators by the farmers. The railrord 
authorities claim that this shrinkage is nec- 
essary to save them from loss by shrinkage 
in handling. Recently J. B. McComber, the 
road’s agent at New Carlisle, St. Joseph 
County, this State, was removed and super- 
seded by J. G. Miles of thiscity. Mr. Mc- 
Comber stated that he was removed because 
he would not take enough toll to suit the com- 
pany. | 

A meeting of farmers was called yesterday 
at New Carlisle to listen toan address by 
Mr. McComber, who took the stand and said 
he never before made a speech in public, but 
the time had arrived for him to make known 
to the farmers the gigantic stealing of wheat 
that was practiced on the Lake Shore Road. 
In April last when clearing out his grain sta- 
tion his surplus wheat was less than any pre- 
vious year. This fact created a suspicion in 
the minds of the Toledo Wheat Commission- 
ers, and an investigation was callad for by J. 
T. Hayden and others to ascertain if possi- 
bie the whereaboutsof their regularly looked 
for stealings. Mr. Hayden, the Traveling 
Auditor, was denounced by the speaker as 
chief of the thieves, and in proof of this he 
said that when the surplus was the largest— 
made in weighing while using “the little 
joker,” a false weight made of lead—Hayden 
would come along and pat the agent on his 
shoulders and say he was doing well. 

The false weight or little joker“ was 
shown to the audience, creating quite a 
sensation. The speaker went on to give the 
various amounts of his surplus during the 
six years at the station. The first year 
(1882), surplus 8.805 pounds; second year, 
3,520 pounds; third year, 2,410 pounds; fourth 
vear, 2,110 pounds; fifth year, 3,340 pounds;

Judge Prendergast’s Actions in That Trial 
Are Decided as Illegal and Arbitrary— 
Talk of an Action for Trespass Against 
the Judge for Losses EKusulng There- 
from—The Most Sensational Decision 
Handed Down for Years. 


The members of the bar are much 
turbed by a decision handed down by the oe 
preme Court of Illinois at Springtiela yester- 
day. In decidmg the case of John V. Far- 
well against Daniel Cohen the Supreme Court 
flatly reverses tne celebrated decision of 
Judge Prendergast in the big Lindauer case. 

No legal complication ever arose in Cook 
County that possessed a greater interest for 
lawyers than did the Lindauer case,. and 
when it was announced that a decision had 
been rendered by the Supreme Court in the 
case of Farwell against Cohen, which was 
pee to involve the questions raised in the 

indauer case, the news became th 
topié ot conversation. — 

Ine Supreme Court affirms the decision of 
Judge Wall of the Third Appellate District, 
and deciaes that a County Court has no 
power over insolvent debtors unless thev go 
through the form prescribed by the volun- 
tary assignmeut act of 1877 and make an 
assignment for the benefit of creditors in the 
County Court. 

JUDGE PRENDERGAST’S DECISION. 

Judge Prendergast decided tnat this form 
of voluntary assignment was not requisite 
to clothe the County Court with power over 
insolvent debtors. He enunciated the prin- 
viple that the Lindauers in preferring certain 
creditors by confessing judgments in their 
favor to George Einstein as trustee per- 

formed acts which amounted iu law to a vol- 
untary assignment, and though the Lindavers 
had not gone into the County Court, nor had 
they executed any instrument that could be 
construed into an assignment for the benefit 
of all creditors, the County Court forced 
them into court and they finally made a set- 
tlement with their unsecured creditors for 85 
cents on the dollar. ? 

The decision in Farwell vs. Cohen is far- 
reaching in its effect, and restores the matter 
of financial failures to the position where it 
was before Judge Prendergast became the 
pioneer in laying down the doctrine that 
preferences amounted toa voluntary assign- 
ment. 

The facts in the case of Farwell vs. 
Cohen are the same in substance as 
those in the Lindauer case. George 


He Drank Carbolic Acid, but Whether In- 
tentionally or by Accident Is Not 
Known— Reasons for Believing That He 
Was Demented—An Eccentric Charac- 
ter—His Visionary Schemes and Whole- 
sale Purchases of Drugs and Hats—His 
Friends Believe His Death an Accident. 


James M. Gamble, the real estate man, is 
dead. Whether he committed suicide or not 
is a matter of speculation. There are feat- 
ures of the case that point to accidental 
poisoning, and there are features that make 
it look as though he might have sought 
death as a relief from bodily suffering. He 
suffered from neuralgia and from dyspepsia, 
and a number of people do not hesitate to 
say that they believe he was crazy. He cer- 
tainly was a crank on some subjects. He 
bought medicine by the keg almost, and was 
constantly taking it. He had over a 
dozen hats when he died, many of them new 
ones, and it is said that for some time he 
bought whole sets of furniture for the Palace 
Hotel, corner of Clark and Indiana streets. 
Many stories are told of his eccentric and 
peculiar actions, any of which might be 
taken as evidences of insanity or as little 
eccentricities.

REFUSED TO DELIVER UP HER BABY.

A Remarkable Case in a Cincinnati Court 
A Woman Committed for «ontempt. 

CINCINN ATI, O., June 15.—[Special.]—One of 
the most remarkable cases on record in an 
Ohio court Lad a dramatic ending today. For 
several weeks the habeas corpus suit of Kate 
Schaller against Mrs. Will J. White to fe- 
cover possession of a baby of which both 
women claimed to be the mother has occu- 
pied the attention of Judge Outcalt anda 
large crowd of spectators. The case has 
been acomplex and difficult one, rivaling 
the famous baby case of Solomon the Wise. 
Both women offered convincing evidence that 
they had given birth to the babe Dec. 29, 
1887. The midwife who atterded Miss Schal- 
ler swore that she had given the babe to Mrs. 
White, but the latter offered several wit- 


nesses to disprove this statement. The court 


has reovened the case two or three times for 
additional testamony, and, after several post- 
ponements, announced that he would give 
his decision today. It was the impression 
that the case would be decided against Mrs. 
White and there was a large crowd of spec- 
tators present. It was noticed the baby in 
dispute was absent, contrary to the order of 
the court. Judge Outcalt asked the woman 
what she had done with the child. 

„My baby is safe,“ she replied in a low 
tone. “lam hereto answer for it. I was 
given to understand that you proposed de- 
ciding against me, and I conciuded to pro- 
tect it. I may be sent to jail for ten years, 
but I am satisfied if my baby is only safe.“ 

W. J. White. her husband, then addressed 
the court, saying that contrary to his own ad- 
vibe and the advice of her attorneys she had 
seciuded the child. Judge Outcalt then ad- 
dressed Mrs. White as follows: No- 
body has had the slightest intimation 
how I am to decide in this case. 
It was by the indulgence of the court 
that you were given the custody of the child, 
instead of the Sheriff. The order was tbat 
all parties interested in the case, including 
the baby, were to be present. I cannot see 
why you should not be held for contempt. I 
will commit you to the custody of the Sheriff 
until 12 o’clock for reflection. It contempt is 
then persisted in such order will be made as 
the cause calls for.“ 

In the interim every effort was made to in- 
duce the women to reveal the whereabouts 
husband, and 
friends appealed to her in vain, and at noon 
she was committed to jail, persisting that 
she would never give up the baby. In view 
of the remarkable turn of affairs Judge Out- 
calt reserved his decision until Monday.

Indiana Miners Not Starving. 
BRAZIL, Ind., June 15.—[Special.]—All reports 
of starving miners here are false and are circu- 
lated for political effect.

Court, where Judge Wall reversed the Coun- 
ty Court and ordered Farwell & Co.’s peti- 
tion dismissed, holding that the County 
Court had no jurisdiction in the case of Sil 


verman or in any other insolvent case, un- 


less a tormal deed of assignment was made 
and the property turned over to the as- 
signees named in the deed. He construed 
the Voluntary Assignment law of II- 
nois, which is the sole source of 
the County Court’s jurisdiction over as- 
signments, and heid that there could 
be no voluntary assignment by implicauon 
or presumption; that a failure was a volun- 
tary assignment only where a voluntary 
assignment was actually made under 
the form prescribed by the law. If this 
form were not co.nplied with tne County 
Court was absolutely without power or juris- 
diction to interfere with the insolvent prop- 
erty, and if it did soin the absence of such 
form it became a naked trespasser. 
THE JUDGE WAS ANXIOUS. 

The Judge was so curious and anxious as 
to the result before the Supreme Court in 
the case that he instructed Smith & Pence to 
appear before the court at Springfield in be- 
half of Farwell. W. C. Goudy was also at- 
torney for Farwell, and Kraus, Mayer & 
Stein, who appeared throughout the Lindauer 
case for the unsecured creditors at whose in- 
stance Judge Prendergast’s decision was 
rendered, were associated with Mr. Goudy to 
bring about a reversal of Judge Wail’s opin- 
ion for the influence a reversal would have 
in the Lindauer case. 

Because of the same question being in- 
volved in the Lindauer case also, Cohen re- 
tained Moses & Newman on his side. asso- 
ciated with whom were Gen. J. B. Mann of 
Danville, John S. Jewett, and S. S. Gregory. 
The Farweil-Cohen case thus became a 
notable one, because the legality of Judge 
Prendergast’s position was at stake, and it 
was in effect a trial of the points involved in 
the Lindauer matter. The case was fought 
with the best talent that the big lawyers en- 
gaged on either side could put forward. It 
was argued at great length last winter and 
the Supreme Court Judges had it under au- 
visement until yesterday. ä 

They aftirmed Judge Wall in every re- 
spect.

EVERY ACT WAS ILLEGAL 

It is claimed by Moses & Newman that 
every act done and every order made by 
Judge Prendergast in the Lindauer case was, 
under this decision, iliegal, unwarranted, 
and a bold trespass upon the 
rights and privileges of the Lindauers 
for which the County Judge and all who par- 
ticipated in it are liabie for damages.

He held court out of hours and compelled 
the firm of Moses & Newman to produce 
their private papers without any process or 
warrant under threat of imprisonment.

PRETENDED HE WAS ENGLISH, 


It Was the Only Way by Which an Amer- 
ican Could Get Justice in Mexico. 

Wiemra, Kas, June 15.—[Special.]— 
George L. Andrews of Toledo, O., passed 
through here today. He went last November 
to Mexico in search of heaith. Having no 
particular point in view he stopped off at 
Candelaria, a smull town on the Mexican 
Central fifty miles south of Paso dei Norte. 
At the end of a week he was arrested, taken 
before the Mayor, and in complete ignorance 
of bis offense tried and sentenced to prison. 
He found there a man from Fort Worth who 
had been there a year, ana by him was ad- 
vised to appeal to the English Consul at Mex- 
ico for a release, as they would pay no atten- 
tion to an American’s appeal. Before he 
could act on the advice he was taken down 
with small-pox and did not recover until 
January. About the middle of last month 
some English tourists visited the jul. He 
told them he was an Englishman from Liv- 
erpool, that he had been arrested without 
cause and thrown into prison, and urged 
them to place his casein the hands of the 
English Consul at the Mexican Capital. They 
promised to do so and left with the assur- 
ance that a British subject should have jus- 
tice. They evidently kept their promise, for 
he was released May 30 and furnished trans- 
portation to Ei Paso. He says the Mexicans 
pay no attention to the rights of subjects of 
the United States.

A Host of Witnesses lutroduced to Testify

AMERICAN SAILORS IN HARD LUCK. 


The Men of the Shipwrecked Vandalia and 
Trenton Pounites in San Francisco. 

San Francisco, Cal., June 15.—The state- 
ment is published here that a number of sail- 
ors of the man of war Vandalia, wreckea at 
Samoa, are in the city without money and 
living on the charity of friends. The men of 
the Trenton and Vandalia lost all their per- 
sonal effects by the sinking of the ships, and 
the Government is supposed to reimburse 
them by the payment ot 860each. None have 
received this money. The men of the Tren- 
ton, however, received their pay. The Van- 
dalia men, through the death of tne Pay- 
master and loss of all the ship’s books ana 
records, have had no wages since March 16. 
As a resuit they have been discharged from 
the service without pay or clothing and with 
the prospect of many months’ delay before 
being reimbursed.

STEAMER CHARLES J. SHEFFIELD SUNK. 


A Collision with the North Star Of White- 
fish Point—No Lives Lost. 

SauLr Ste. Mani. Mich., June 15.—[Spe- 
cial.|—The steamship North Star, ore laden, 
from Two Harbors, Minn., arrived down 
this evening with the crew of the steamer 
Charles J. Sheffleid, the steamers having col- 
lided sixty miles west of Whitefish Point, 
the Sheffield sinking in five minutes. Capt. 
Christopher Alien of the Sheffield was on his 
way up light from South Chicago, bound for 
Two Harbors. A fog was settling in above 
Whitefish Point. When sixty miles west- 
northwest from Whitefish Point the two 
steamers collided. His boat went down be- 
fore the crew could save any effects. Capt. 
Thorne of the Star kept his boat working 
ahead so as to take the Sheffield’s crew 
aboard. The Sheffield was struck on the 
port side abreast of the mizzen rigging. The 
Sheffield was built in 1887 and was valued at 
$160,000. The North Star’s forward compart- 
ment is full of water and her starboard bow 
badly stove in.

Unpleasant Experience of Men Engaged in 
Leasing Indiana Oil Lands. 

HARTFORD City, Ind., June 15.—[Special. ]—

WOODRUFF MAKES A STATEMENT. 

That's a lie,“ declared Woodruff, but not 
fiercely. “The police have been trying to 
entrap me into making a confession or other- 
wise implicating myseif for several days. 
They try all sorts of tricks to make me say 
something I oughtn’t. One of the detectives 
came to my cell a few days ago and said that 
if I would tell him all 1 knew about the 
Cronin matter the * horse oe 
would be withdrawn. hen I said that 
didn’t know anything he laughed and seemed 
to think that I was lying.“ This was said in 
an aggrieved tone. “Yesterday afternoon 
another detective rattled at the door ot my 
cell, and said, ‘Come on, the Chief is waiting 
in a buggy for you to take him to where the 
hatchet is buried.’ I was surprised and 
asked him what he meant. He pretended 
that he was astonished, and declared that 
he thought my attorney had explained ev- 
erything. He said that my attorney had 
announced that I had told where the hatchet 

as hidden and had described it to him. 

said that there was a mistake, 
as I had not made any such statement. Of 
course my attorney had said nothing of the 
kind, and Iam surprised that the police re- 
sort to such means to entrap me. They seem 
anxious to surprise me into saying something 
to which they can give a double meaning, or 
whicn will make it appear that I know more 
than Ido or am implicated in the Cronin 
murder. 

“It is strange,” added the prisoner, “that 
in a civilized community there should be or- 
ganized bands of shrewd men to fix guilt on 
innocent persons—men of cunning and more 
unscrupulous in their methods than the crim- 
inals whom they endeavor to run to ground. 
Il say positively that I made no statement to 
the police. They have tried to make me say 
something but have failed. They perhaps 
concocted the yarn you speak of and told it 
to the reporters, for 1 have refused 
to see newspaper men for the last 
week and of course have told them nothing. 
That is because I have told everything 1 
know. I would like to keep the police away 
from me, but 1 can’t.”’ 

After reading the evening newspaper's ac- 
count of his alleged confession Woodruff 
burst out laughing and declured that tne 
story was as absurd as the other eonfession 
attributed to him some time ago. He seemed 
to be amused at the minute. description of 
the weapon used in the murder. When a 
statement reaches the public through the 
police,“ he said, vou can expect all sorts of 
enlargements. Ilike the way they have of 
describing the weapon so exactly and show- 
ing itseffects on the head of the murdered 
man. Possibly a member of the police force 
knows more than I do!”’ 

CHIEF HUBBARD TALRS. 

Superintendent Hubbard was asked tocon- 
firm or refute the story. He seemed con- 
siderably annoyed that such a story was 
atioat and at first declared that he would not 
talk about it. Afterward he relented so far 
as to say that part of it was true and 
part of it was not. 7 

“What part of it is not true!” he was 
asked. 

That part which says Woodruff offered to 
take an officer to the spot where tne weapon 
is hidden.“ 

Superintendent Hubbard tacitly admitted 
that the remainder of the story was substan- 
tially correct. He admitted in the same man- 
ner that Woodruff had seen Dan Coughlin in 
jail and had identified the ex-detective as the 
man King, who, he says, hired him to 
take tne wagon from Dean’s livery stable 
and who rode with him to Eagewater, where 
the body was put into the catch-basin. 

Woodruff's admission that he saw the 
weapon, ana the minute description he gives 
of it, if true, show that he had an exceilent 
opportunity for examining it.

PRESIDENT FITZGERALD TALES, 


He Doesn't Think Dr. Cronin Is Dead— 
What He Says of Sullivan. 

LIxcolx. Neb., June 15.—[Special. |—John 
Fitzgerald, President of the Irish National 
League of America, was asked this evening 
to give his opinion regarding the Cronia 
murder. Replied Mr. Fitzgerald: Has it 
been absolutely proved that Cronin is dead 
at all!? Many persons are uot satistied with 
the identification as sworn to at the Coro- 
ner’s inquest. There was abundant room 
for doubt. But admitting the murder, 
it seems evident even from the wild 
evidence given at the inquest and furnished 
by the newspapers that tne Clan-na-Gael 
association as a body had nothing to do with 
Cronin’s death or disappearance. The 
charge against Alexander Sullivan of com- 
plicity in the murder has not a single fact to 
sustain it. The verdict of the Coroner’s 
jury implicating Alexander Sullivan, as 

udge Tuley properly remarked, was based 
on outside sentiment and not on evidence. 
I*have not the slightest doubt of Mr. 
Sullivan’s complete exoneration of the 
foul charge made against him. For 
every homicide there must be some 
ostensible cause assigned. Dr. Cronin was 
not murdered for money. The crime can not 
be reasonably attributed to the alleged hate 
of Cronin said to be entertained by Mr. Sul- 
livan. It is not probable that the murder 
was committed by friends of Sullivan, and 
uniess some good and sufficient reason can 
be adduced that willin some degree explain 
why any Irishman should imbrue his hands 
in the blood of Dr. Cronin, the theory that 
he was murdered by menin the pay of the 
English secret service is as _ plausi- 
ble as any. He was known as 4a 
member of a secret association 
with which the London Times tried to con- 
nect Parnell and the Irish Parliamentary 
party. He was known asa bitter member 
of a faction in that association, while among 
his fellow citizens his reputation had never 
been questioned. Therefore his murder or 
disappearance could but create a great public 
outcry, resulting in a demand for the investi- 
gation and exposure of Irish secret societies, 
and which it was expected would damage 
the whole Irish movement in the eyes 
of the American people. Such has 
been partially the result of the murder or 
disappearance, and it is not unreasonable 
to think that the crime was planned and ex- 
ecuted by English agents to secure the ends 
for which the British Government has its 
agents and emissaries in every vity in the 

nited States. Attempts are being made by 
the same agents or by their deceived dupes 
to create distrust in every Irish organization, 
to destroy the Irish National League of 
America, and drive the Irish race in America 
back into a state of disorganized chaos. This 
British, or rather Tory, scheme will fail. A 
few malcontents in the East may make a 
noise for a time, but the reaction will come 
and these disturbers will be relegated to 
obscurity. 

„As Lsaid before, I am not so sure that 
Cronin is dead, and would not be surprised 
to hear of his reappearance after this sensa- 
tion has died away. It may be that he is a 
party to the sensation, and it may be that he 
is a prisoner. No, the Cronin matter had 
nothing whatever to do with the postpone- 
ment of the meeting of tre National League.“ 


STORY ABOUT DR. CRONIN’S CLOTHES, 


An Alleged Scheme in Which the Gar- 
ments Were to Figure. 

There was what may have been a wild 
and somewhat woolly’’ story in circulation 
last evening to the effect that a Clan-na-Gael 
man called on William J. Hynes yesterday 
and toid him that Dr. Cronin’s clothes had 
been preserved, boxed up, and dispatched 
from this city the evening of the discovery 
of his body to some part of England. The 
package, it was said, was taken from the 
house of one of the suspects by a clansman. 

The theory based on this story 1s that the 
clothes were to be discovered in some 
part of England—on the banks of 
the Thames, the Severn, or Avon— 
and then the romance would be put forward 
that Cronin went to England and was killed 
by some avenging Irishmen. 


This story was probably based on the one 


putin circulation about John Sadlier, who 
figured as a patriot in Ireland about 1856. He 
was the leader of the Pope’s Brass Band 
party. He robbed his countrymen, sold out 
to the British Government of the day. specu- 
lated and lost heavily, and at last committea 
suicide. Some of his inveterate enemies, 
doubting his courage, circulated the story 
that he dressed a London pauper corpse in 
his clothes, lit out, and went to Mexico. 

It may be said that not much reliance is 
placed in the story about Mr. Hynes’ visitor. 
Superintendent Hubbard says he has not 
heard anything about it. 


THINKS HE RETURNED TOLESTER&CO 


An TIrish-American’s Theory as to the 
Speculations of Sallivan. 

All the records, examined up to this time 
with reference to the losses sustained by 
Alexander Sullivan in speculation through 
Lester & Co. show @ net logs of only $5,000, 
while $100,000 was put uv fo” margins. There 
has been great curiosity as to what Mr. Suili- 
van did with that $95,000 which remained to 
him. A prominent Irish-American gives 
this explanation: 

“The speculations covered by the books 
heretofore examined by the authorities ex- 
tend only from June to October, 1882. But 
after that date Mr. Sullivan reopened nis 
account with John T. Lester & Co. and lost 
every doliar that he possessed. An ex- 
amination of Lester’s books will show 
that the money was so lost. The statement 
that Mr. Sullivan probably transferred his 
business from Lester to other firms I do not 
believe. 1 cannot see auy reason why Mr. 
Sullivan should have done 80. He had been 
fairly successful in speculaing through 
Lester & Co., and would naturally continue 
to operate througn that firm. 

The fact that he afterwards lost all 
this money through Lester & Co. 
would account for the peculiar answers given 
by Lester and Frank Johnson when they 
were first interviewed on the subject of Sulll- 
van’s speculation. It will be remembered 


that they would neither deny nor admit that 


Sullivan had either made or lost money 
through them. 

But after they discovered that their books 
had been examined only up to October, then 
they admitted, with apparent frankness, that 
Mr. Sullivan had speculated and lost $5,000.

A “Tribune” Reporter Interviews the 
Glan-na-Gael Leader in 
Rochester, N. X. 


Dennis C. Feely of the famous Clan-na- 
Gael triangie is a lawyer at Rochester, N. Y. 
By his townsfolk he is regarded as a sume- 
what harmiess though erratic politician, 
rather offensively pugnacious, but one whose 
constantly veering change of front renders 
anything he may do or say of little conse- 
quenve outside his small coterie of followers. 

A TRIBUNE reporter, with a view to learn- 
ing some reason for the mau’s prominence in 
Clan-na-Gael affairs, visited Rochester during 
last week. 

The result of his inguiries is interesting. 
Although Feely has been a resident of 
Rochester for nearly a quarter of a century 
not half a dozen people of the city’s popula- 
tion of over one hundred thousand seem to 
have been aware of the following facts: 

D. C. Feely was formerly a member of the 
Royal Irish Constabulary, a semi-military or- 
ganization whose name is inseparably allied 
with eviction work in Ireland. 

D. C. Feely was formerly an officer in the 
Canadian militia, and as such was ordered to 
Toronto to resist the Fenian invasion of 1866. 

Armed with this knowledge, the reporter 
sought Mr. Feely at his office in the Powers’ 
Biock, taking with hima friend of the tri- 
angler. Iwo previous attempts to interview 
the Cian na-Gael chieftain had proved unsuc- 
cessful. 

* You can say I’m a.crank—but of this al- 
leged murder of Dr. Cronin, or of anything 
that has since taken place I can give you no 
intormation.“ 

In this manner he had resisted any attempt 
at conversation by the newspaper man. 
THE THIRD ATTEMPT. 

“There is a rumor, Mr. Feely,” said the 
reporter on this third attempt, to the effect 
that ohe of the triagle is in the employ of the 
British Government as a spy, and the light 
thrown on the actions of the dynamiters 
since the Cronin tragedy would seem to con- 
firm this rumor, Can you give me any in- 
formation on the subject!“ 

*The man does not breathe who can say 
that Dennis C. Feely ever did a dishonorable 
act,” replied the lawyer hotly. ‘*il may bea 
crank, and I dare say there is reason for my 
being called so, inasmuch as I have the 
honesty to express my convictions freely. 
But there is a wide difference between a 
crank and a spy.”’ 

Did you know Dr. Cronin?’

He Could Not Organize Without “ Apples 
and Refreshments.” 

New York, June 15.—[Special.]—Mr, J. J.

Death of Father Farrelly of St. Michael's 
Church, Galena. 

GaALENA, IIL, June 15.— [Special.] — The Rev. 
Patrick Farrolly, for the last twenty years 
pastor in charge of St. Michael's Catholic 
Church in this city, died last night at the 
parochial residence after an illness of three 
weeks. Father Farrelly was a native of the 
County Cavan, Ireland, and was 77 years of 
age at the time of his death.

ANOTHER OF THE MURBDERERS OF 


CRONIN IN THE TOILS, 


He Has Not Been Arrested, but the Evi- 
dence Is Accumulating and Soon Will 
Be Sufficientiy Strong to Warrant the 
Police im Making the Arrest—He Is 
Thought to Have Been One of the 
Actual Perpetrators of the Murder, 


New York, June 15.— [Special.] — There 
are indications that the anti-Sullivaa men 
are hot on the trail of another suspect, sup- 
posed to be a principal in the murder of Dr. 
Cronin, but their efforts seem to be directed 
to obtaining positive evidence rather than to 
any action based upon the information now 
in their possession. “A premature arrest,“ 
said prominent Clan-na-Gael man today, 
„would be a great mistake, and we do not 
propose to imitate the blundering tactics 
of the Chicago police. We are morally cer- 
tain that the man we are after was one of 
the actual perpetrators of the murder, but 
he has covered his tracks well and arranged 
a cunningly devised alibi. If we had him 
arrested now we could not adduce evidence 
enough to have him held, and in the effort to 
hold him we would be obliged to show our 
hand. Then he would be released and would 


immediately get beyond our reach. At pres- 


ent he does not suspect we are on his track. 
„This murder conspiracy,’’ he went on, 
“was perhaps the most carefully planned 
crime that was ever perpetrated on the 
American Continent. Every man concerned 
in it was for several weeks before arranging 
his movements with a view to crime, and 
alibis were most elaborately perfected. 
If Cronin’s body had not been found 
before decomposition had set in to any ex- 
tent, nine-tenths of the people would refuse 
to believe there was a murder at all, and the 
assassins, emboldened by their immunity, 
would be able to go on with tne work of re- 
moving the rest of the half dozen men they 
had determined to put out of the way. But

ARGUING FOR THE SUSPECTS. 


The Attorneys of Maroney and McDonald 
Trying to Keep Their Clients in New York. 

New York, June 15.—[Special.|—The ex- 
citement among Clan- ua-Gael men in this city 
over the Cronin murder has been intensified 
by the action of Judge Tuley of Chicago in 
admitting Alexander Sullivan to bail. It is 
admitted by both factions that at present the 
chief interest in the whole matter centres in 
the action of the courts and authorities in 
this State. if Maroney and McDonald, who 
are charged with active participation 
in the plot against Dr. Cronin, 
are not turned over tothe Chicago author- 
ities the friends of the murdered man say 
that there will belittle chance of bringing 
the assassins to justice. The tremendous 
effort being made by the friends of the ac- 
cused to prevent their being taken to Cbica- 
go is pointed out as a proof that they are not 
so certain of their innocence. The anti-Sul- 
hvan men are not at all satisfied with the 
way in which the authorities here have 
handled the affair. They think it strange that 
E. J. Rowe should have been allowed to havea 
talk with Maroney shortly after his arrest, 
or that Maroney and McDonald should have 
occupied the same cell in the Tombs, The 
Sullivan men, on the other hand, are greatly 
pleased with the way the affair is progress- 
ing, and say that their chief will come out 
of the trouble triumphantly. They are also 
satisfied that Maroney and McDonald will 
not have to goto Chicago, and even if they 
do they will be quickly released.

Thomas F. Ronayne, Senator Gradr's law 
partner, who is one of the members of the 
Chief Executive Committee of the clan, was 
in the room and appeared to take an active 
interest in all the proceedings, although he 
studiously avoided the corner where Maro- 
ney ana McDonald were sitting. On the 
other side of the room was pale faced, brown 
bearded John Devoy, who was the originator 
of the serious charges against Sullivan and 
his associates, surrounded by a group of his 
friends and sympathizers. Maroney is said 
to be one of his deadliest enemies. 

In making the formal returns to the writs 

of habeas corpus and certiorari Mr. Macdona 
stated that the two prisoners were legally in 
the custody of the 
where they had been committed by Police 
Justice Hogan for five: days to await some 
action on the part of the authorities of the 
State of Lilinois looking towards the extradi- 
tion of the parties. He also said that tne 
evidence before the Police Magistrate was in 
the nature of an information furnished by 
telegram from Chicago, and he read the dis- 
patch already pubiished sent to Inspector 
Byrnes by Chief of Police Hubbard of Cni- 
cago. 
Under the law regarding the arrest and 
commitment of alleged fugitives from justice 
he asserted that the police justice had the 
right to hold a prisoner for whom such a 
warrant had been obtained for thirty days, 
iu his discretion, until extradition papers had 
been obtained. In this case, however, Jus- 
tice Hogan had only held them for five days, 
because the Chicago authorities had sent 
officers on to make the proper requisition 
and with sufficient evidence. 

Mr. Macdona stated that the Governor was 
pertectly justified in refusing to grant the 
warrant of extradition on the kind of evi- 
dence submitted to him. He produced the 
following dispatch:

Lawyer Delehanty aiso said that he nad 
many witnesses in court to show that his 
client, McDonaid, was in town May 4, and 
wanted. Judge Andrews to take testimony in 
the case right then. 

Mr. Macdona stated that he had informa- 
tion from a man in court that indictments 
had already been found in Chicago against 
Maroney and McDonald, and he called for 
Mr. Farrar. Mr. Farrar came forward. He 
is a youthful looking man, with a heavy red 
mustacre. At the sight of him Maroney got 
excited, and, jumping out of his seat, rushed 
over to his lawyer, followed by the court of- 
ficer. They held a vigorous conversation 
together, in which Maroney seemed to get 
angry at something, and when they got 
through Farrar had disappeared. :

It is said that a prominent citizen of Lake 
View tried to negotiate a loan on his Lake View 
2 through an agent in Chicago who 

andles a great deal of Eastern capital. All the 
arrangements were completed and the applica- 
tion was sent to the East for ratification. But 
when the Eastern capitalist read the description, 
ein the City of Lake View,” he flatly refused to 
take any such wildeat security. You may 
loan any amount on Chicago property,“ he wrote 
his agent, but 1 prefer to keep my money 
strictly within the Chicago limits. Where is the 
City of Lake View, by the way!“ 

A Ravenswood man (anti) has spread the 
story that annexation will stop pending improve- 
ments. The law says explicitiy to the contrary. 
The change will merely place the supervision 
ot the work with the Chicago Department of 
Public Works instead of the Lake View Depart- 
ment. Already Ravenswood people are lament- 
ing over mistakes in their improvements, and 
recently a whole series of ordinances was passed 
to correct omissions in tho former ordinances, 
thus greatly increasing the cost of their improve- 
ments. The Lake View Department has been 
known to figure the full cost of a macadam pave- 
ment and then add 85 per cent more “ for shrink- 
age, The property owners pay for this ‘‘sbrink- 
age by special assessment, but who gets the 
money? 

The city taxes in Lake View for 1888 were 
$2.30 per $100 of valuation. This does not in- 
clude $1 of school tax and only a smali propor- 
tion is used to pay the public’s share of main 
sewers and water pipes. With the school tax in 
either Districts No. I or No, 2 addeq the city tax 
was 86.75 per $100. In Chicago the entire city 
tax, including the school tax and also including 
the entire cost of main sewers and main water 
pipes (which in Chicago are paid for entirely out 
of the general fund), was for the same year $3.56 
per $.00. Nothwithstanding this remarkable dis- 
crepancy a large number of improvements in 
Lake View were laid cver until next year because 
there was not enough money in the treasury to 
pay the city’s proportion of the cost. Excluding 
main sewers and main water pipes, the total 
number of Lake View improvements confirmed 
by the court for the last tax year wus 101, of 
which a number were laid over, while Chicago, 
during the same period confirmed and built 1,115; 
Lake View has twelve square miles of territory, 
while Chicago has thirty-six. What then be- 
comes of Mayor Boldenweck’s boast as tothe 
number of local improvements made in Lake 
View? And wherein does Lake View, with its 
high rate of taxation, excel Chicago, with one- 
half the Lake View rate? }

A meeting of Lake anti-annexationists was 
held last evening in the high school hall, at the 
corner of Mattison and Winter streets.

The first public meet in opposition to an- 
nexation was held at the South Chicago Opera- 
House last night. The IIlinois Steel Company 
Band paraded the streets before the meeting and 
attracted quite a crowd. Ex-J * E. W. 
Keightly, W. G. Press, George P. Engiehard, 
and others addressed the meeting. James K. 
Maun took up the school and Arainage questions, 
and was heartily cheered when he said that 
South Chicago ranked ‘with Chicago on schools. 

The Thirty-second Precinct anti-annexa- 
tionists of Hyde Park met at Flood’s Hall last 
evening for the purpose of organizing a district 
committee for active work on and before elec- 
tion day. Speeches were made bv Messrs. Horne, 
Pope, and Mitchell to an audience of about a hun- 
dred people, in which all the facts agaiast an- 
nexation were set forth. A large number of dis- 
trict committeemen were appointed, with 
Charles E. Pope Chairman and Frank G. Brown 
Secretary. Arrangements are being made for 
anti-annexation meetings in almost every dis- 
trict throughout Hyde Park during the coming 
week, and in some places several will be held.

MUSIO AND DRAMA. 


After five nights of that wretched French 
farce, The Lottery of Love,“ the Daly com 
pany gave a delightiul program last evening, 
one that showed to advantage the talents of the 
players and the fine directorship of Mr. Daly. 
The well krown skit, ‘‘A Woman's Won't.“ was 
given at the beginning instead of the end of the 
evening, and afforded the assemblage that filled 
Hooley's a pleasant glimpse of Mrs. Gilbert and 
Mr. Lewis in characters that they long ago made 
popular, The main piece, however, was Far- 
quhar's “The Inconstant,” which had been re- 
vised and properly modified, and was richly 
costumed and spiritedly enacted. It is refresh- 
ing to hear such actors as those of the Daly com- 
pany speak lines of genuine wit that 
have outlived two centuries, and are still as 
sparkling as when they were first uttered. Taste 
is subject to change. and so is humor, but genu- 


Ine wit survives; and although only a littie of it 


can be retained for modern ears, that little is a 
feast compared with the clumsy commonplace 
of contemporary farce. The quarrel between 
Miss Rehan and Mr. Drewin the beginning was 
superbly carried off, the petulant Oriana of the 
actress forcibly recalling her shrewish Kate. 
Mr. Drew's Young Mirabel seemed somewhat 
restrained at first, but as the action 
progressed it grew in warmth and 
and was on the whole 
an engaging and dashing impersonation. Mr. 
Leelereq was entirely at home in the character 
of the eccentric but amiabie old father. The 
others found themselves slightly ill at ease in 
their old world costumes; yet they were satis- 
factory if they were not brilliant. Every detail 
was carefully attended to, and the group of 
bravos in the last act—an episode which mignt 
have been slurred—was made a striking picture. 
The feigned mad scene was the only 
passage that was sliguatly tedious; and 
the reason for this was that the audience 
had not been prepsred for the spirit 
of mischief underlying the counterfeit. 
The Daly company is not ideally fitted for the 
comedy of manners of the Restoration, but it 
has one figure that is equal to any heroine of 
comedy from the days of Shakspeare to our own. 
This is Miss Rehan, who stands in the line of 
dramatic succession to the fair actresses of the 
past. She has naturally the fine manner of the 
school as well as the high spirit; 
and, while she makes femininity always charm- 
ing, she is seen at her best only when she re- 
alizes some conception that is wortny of her 
powers. The characters that she plays in the 
translated German farces have no individuality 
of their own, and a playgoer who has seen them 
all can hardly differentiate them in memory. 
But who will forget the actress in “ The Country 
Girl,” in * The Taming of the Shrew,” or in The 
Inconstant”’’? Only the works cof the best au- 
thors should challenge the efforts of the best of 
American comediennes. :

CLEVELAND, O., June 15.—[{Special.}—Chi- 
cago won today's game with Cleveland 
vd the last half of the ninth inning, 

t only after a fight such as one rarely 
sees upon a ball-field, and such as Cleveland 
will probably not see again upon its own grounds 
this season. That Umpire Fessenden is not a 
raving lunatic tonight is certainly no fault of 
Adrian C. Anson. Not during all the games 
that THe TRIBUNE correspondent has seen bim 
play ball has he ever behaved as be did this 
afternoon. The hotterhe made the crowd and 
the wilder the confusion became the more Anson 
seemed to enjoy it. Faatz evoked a spirit of fault- 
finding that afterward held high carnival during 
the game by kicking upon every point that 
offered him an opportunity; and Anson, seeing 
that this was probably to be the order of things 
through the entire nine innings so far as Cleve- 
land was concerned, determined to take a hand 
himself. Get im up there,“ he called to Fes- 

senden. What's the matter with your eyesight 
today?” And when Burns struck out in the 
second inning the old man’s voice was 
heard above the cheers of the crowd 
as he stood in the coacber’s box at first and 
roared at Fessenden: ‘*Hi there, what do you 
mean? Hi there, look here, I say.“ and when 
Fessenden looked Anson held his right hand two 
feet above his head and then with both hands in- 
dicated how wide of the plate the ball had gone. 

Fessenden's face grew as red as Anson's at 
this, and he waiked down the base line with his 
finger pointed at Anson as he called: Leave 
the field! Get out of the game! I will not stand 
your abuse another inning!” Anson laughed. 

Leave the field, I say!’ repeated Fessenden, 
anda murmurof astonishment at the umpire's 
audacity went up from the crowd. Anson was 
surprised himself for the moment, but the next 
his face grew white with wrath as he replied: 
*T’ll stand right here; let’s see you put me off.“ 

Then Fessenden called time. “Get out of 
that box or forfeit the game,“ said he to Anson, 
and the old man weakened. The crowd cheered 
as he walked to the plate with clenched 
teeth, said something to the umpire, while 
the red glow in his face deepened to a 
bright scarlet. He then walked outside the bats- 
men’s lines near the visiting players’ bench, and 
from that time until the close of the game kept 
up arunning fire of repartee at the crowd and of 
comment at Fessenden, 

This was association ball with a vengeance. 
The crowd guyed him unmercifully but Anson 
gave as good as he received, and was not want- 
ing in support from Duffy, Ryan, Van Haltren, 
Pieffer, and Farrell, who each took a hand in 
making things uncomfortable for the man in 
gray. 

Fessenden, on the other hand, made things 
mighty warm for the Chicagos. He was especiual- 
ly severe on Hutchinson. and finaliy had the 
Chicago batsmenina state of mind that urged 
them to strike at the first three bails that came 
toward them. Beyond doubt Chicago got the 
worst of the umpiring. and yet Fessenden did 
better than many anotber umpire would have 
done under such trying circumstances, 

A CLOSE GAME, 

Despite the noise and the confusion, the vi 
cious work at and between the bases, the inces- 
sant kicking and squabbling, and the howls and 
jeers of the crowd, the game was one of the 
closest and most fiercely forght of the season. 
Up to the seventh inning the home team had 
been unable to secure more than one little hit 
off Hutchinson's delivery, the Iowan pitching 
magnificent ball under most discouraging cir- 
cumstances, while, in addition to his pitching, 
he fielded his position beautfully.

Downs, N. V. A. C., being the victor. Time, 2 
minutes and 3-5 seconds. In the 220 yards run C. 
Hi. Sherrill went first to the finish line in 231-5 
seconds, J. P. Lee, N. V. A. C., being second. 
The 440 yards run was won by W. C. Downs in 
51 1-5 seconds. A. S. Cochrane next. 

H. L. Williams, of Yale, carmed off the honors 
again in the 220 yards hurdle race. Thetime was 
271-5 seconds, There were five starters in the 
one mile run. Skillman ran easily, reserving his 
strength until the last quarter, when he passed E. 
Hjertberg, N. V. A. C., and won by a good lead 
in Am. and 302-5s. This and the three mile run 
were well worth looking at. In the latter there 
were also five starters. Hjertberg held the lead 
until nearly the lasthalf of the last mile, when 
Skillman forged past him, making a handsome 
spurt at the finish. His time was 12 m. and 41 s.; 

jertberg came next, and T. A. Collett of the 
Pastimes was third.

The 
sprinters started to a lively air by 
che band and amid the shouts of 
the audience. Carey made a brilliant run, 
crossing the line in ten seconds, thus tying the 
amateur record. Owen was a close second and 
Duffy third. 

The first heat of the 220-yard run was won by 
Carey in 23 seconds, Duffy second. In the final 
heat Carey easiiy took first prize in 22 1-5 sec- 
onds, failing to break the amateur record by one- 
fifth of asecond. Duffy got second place. Carey 
also showed his mettle in tne 440-yards run, win- 
ning the final heatin 553-5 seconds, with B. S.

It will be a surprise to many to learn that 
Brown Princess is an almost certain starter. In 
the race for the Distillers’ and Brewers’ Stakes 
at Latonia May 2 she was jumped on by Mont- 
rose and the report wus given out that she was 
“cutdown.” Itisa fact, however, that she is 
doing well and has worked a mile and a half in 
time to justify Johnny Campbell in the belief 
that she will have a good chance next Saturday. 
She is being specially prepared for the big event. 
In the Ashland Oaks, one mile and a quarter, at 
Lexington May 7 she was beaten only a head by 
Jewell Ban in 2:08. This performance was 
done with 113 pounds up, the impost she will 
have to carry in the American Derby. She ran 
fourth to Jewel Ban, Brandolette, and Retrieve 
in the Kentucky Oaks. If reports be true tne 
rest after her mishap at Latonia has improved 
her and she is now better than ever before, 

Kasson has been training in the East and there 
are noreliable reports as to his condition or 
quality. His owner, John Carter, is one of the 
shrewdest men identified with the turf, and the 
fact that he has ordered the colt to be shipped 
here indicates that the trainer has been able to 
make a favorable report to the owner. 

Outbound will certainly start. This is the 
declaration of his owner, L. P. Tarleton. While 
the owner thinks well enough of the colt to start 
him public form does not promise that he will 
be an important factor in the race. 

Blue Rock has won one dash of three-quarters 
ofa mile at Jerome Park, but the performance 
does not class him as dangerous. 

VIDETTE. 

Vidette is at Washington Park and is looking 
and doing well. Dud Allen has a high opinion 
of him. Other trainers say he is not a Derby 
horse. His best performance was made at Lex- 
ington April 29, when, with 102 pounds up, he 
won a dash of seven furlongs and a half on a slow 
track in 1:38, beating Irish Dan, Pat Donovan, 
and three others. Allen says of him: “ He is the 
best colt lever trained.“ 

Fresno will carry the Haggin colors. On the 
strength of his 2-year-old form he ougbt to be 
considered dangerous, but the fact that he has 
been unable to win in the East this spring sug- 
gests that he has not retained his last season's 
form, and will be in a hot place in the Derby 
feld. If he appears at che post it will be advisa- 


ble to remember that two years ago C. H. Todd.

the rich prize, when he was thought so little of 
that many speculators overlooked him entirely 
ana did not know he was in the race until his 
head dartea under the wire.

Sorrento, owned by White Hat Dan McCarty, 
who owns C. H. Todd, winner of the American 
Derby of 1887, is regarded as a formidable candi- 
date for this year’s honors. He ran The Czar to 
a head in 2:36 in the Pacific Derby at San Fran- 
cisco, and did not get a good send-off. It has 
been reported for betting purposes that The 
Czar won easily, when as a matter of fact he 
was ridden out, and had the race been a stride or 
two longer Sorrento would have won. This has 
been learned from private advices from San 
Francisco. Sowell is Sorrento thoughtof that 
a few days agoa well known bookmaker offered 
to bet $250 against $1,000 that ne would win, the 
money to be put up and the horse to start. He 
was told that longer odds would be obtainable at 
the post, but his proposition was not accepted. 
Trainer Buchanan is taking the greatest ot care 
of the brother of C. H. Todd, and will have him 
ft to run the race of his life. The colt’s size, 
fifteen hands and an inch and a half, is against 
him in the opinion of some good judges. To 
others the fact that he is remarkably well 
muscled behind more than offsets the want of 
hight. 

Sportsman has been running since May 3 with- 
out showing quality to warrant backing for the 
Derby. A couple of races in heavy going are to 
his credit. He won the Charles Green Stakes at 
St. Louis from an interior field. As a 2-year-old 
he improved with racing, and he may do likewise 
as a 38-year-old. Public performance places a 
wide margin between him and prominent candi- 
dates for the American Derby.

‘AMONG THE RAILROADS. 


THE PROPOSITION FOR TERMINATING 
PRORATING ARRANGEMENTS, 


A Plan That Meets with the Favor of Most 
of the Lines in the Territory of the 
Western Freight Association—Inj ustices 
to Chicago Which Exist Under the Pres- 
ent System—Alton’s Reduction of the 
Lumber Rate— Miscellaneous Notes. 


The managers of the Western acd Northwest- 
ern Freight Association roads reconvened yes- 
terday morning to give further consideration to 
the sensational plan by which it is proposed to 
Stop all prorating arrangements with the Trunk 
Lines and Central Traffic Association roads, and 
henceforth to make one rate west and northwest 
from Chicago instead ot᷑ different rates on through 
and local traffic. It was found that the maa- 
agers of some of the Northwestern roads would 
de unable to be here before Tuesday morning. 
The committee appointed to confer with the offi- 
cers of the roads not represented at Friday's 
meeting and secure their consent to the scheme 
was unable to report. It was thereforeg decided 
to adjourn until next Tuesday morning at 10 
o'clock. 8 

The new scheme is looked on with much. favor 
by the managers of most of the roads. Ther 
think itis the key to the Northwestern 
rate problem. The trunk lines by continuing 
their present dogin the manger policy against 
the Western roads would have to sacrifice the 
interests of the Central Traffic Association lines, 
most of which they control. They have been 
sacrificing Chicago's interests by entering 
into a conspiracy with the Lake Superior 
lines, by which the latter were enabled to force 
the Chicago roads out of the Northwestern busi- 
ness. Yet the trunk lines have the effrontery to 
ask the Chicago lines to help them support their 
Central Traffic Association connections, The 
latter, by getting a 28-cent first-class rate on 
traffic from points east of Chicago, while from 
Chicago locally to St. Paul the rate is 60 cents, 
have what may be called a soft snap.“ 

The Western roads see no reason wh 
should continue such a suicidal policy and pro- 
pose that the merchants and shippers east of 
Chicago shall no longer have an vantage over 
those of Chicago. 

There are only two or three roads in the terrt- 
tory of the Western Freight Association which 
are opposed to the new plan, and it is beli 
that their opposition can be overcome, except 
in one instance—the Wabash. Receiver McNults 
opposes the propused arrangement because he 
claims that it would hurt his business between 
Toledo and Hannibal. His position in this mat- 
ter shows that his sincerity was not deep-rooted 
when a year or so ago he claimed that he had to 
reduce IIlinots rates in the interest of Chicago. 

No proposition has ever been made that was 
more in the interest of Chicago than the present. I 
would prevent the diversion of freight around 
Chicago and restore this city’s former prestige, 
Nothing can be more just than that merchants. 
at points east of Chicago should pay proportion- 
ately higher rates than merchants ot Chicago. 
There is no good cones way former should 
get a 2%-cent rate to St. Paul and Ch 
60 cents, or that grain going east — — 
go should have a flve-cent lower rate than that 
by way ot Chicago. 

“ The railroads will have to come to this sooner 
or later.“ said a prominent railroad President 
yesterday referring to the plan to make the 
through and local rates from Chicago the same, 

Gen. MeNulta's opposition to the new plan will 
not defeat it, however, as his administration is 
expected to end July 1. The Wabash Western,

The additional reduction of 10 cents, first class, 
and proportionally on the other classes from sea- 
board points to St. Paul via Lake Superior lines 
shows still more conciusively the necessity of 
adopting the new plan. It shows the determina : 
tion of the Lake Superior lines to make the 
same rates to St. Paul from the seaboard as are 
made to Chicagoif hard pressed by the Chica- 
go lines. They could not do this without the aid 
of the trunk lines. Chicago roads cannot meet 
such competition. Their only remedy lies in giv-

Lumber Rates Reduced. 

The Chicago & Alton has at last decided to ro- 
duce the rate on lumber from Chicago to Kansas 
City from 16 cents per 100 pounds to 13 cents. Its 
intention to make the rate 10 cents per 100 pounds 
was abandoned because it was found that the 
Missouri Pacific, Fort Scott & Gulf, and other 
Southwestern lines intended to make a corre- 
spondingly low rate on yellow pine from 
the South. Hence a 10 cent rate would not do 
what the Alton seeks to aceomplish—restore 
Chicago's lumber traffic. The 18 cent rate is @ 
compromise on the part of the Alton and the 
Southwestern lines. The latter agree to hold to 
their present rate, and consequently the 18 cent 
tariff of the Alton will be of more benefit to 
Chicago’s lumber trade than a 10 cent rate 
would have been had the Southern lines fol- 
lowed the reduction. | 

The new rate will go into effect June 22. This 
reduction will necessarily compel all other lines 
from Chicago to the Missouri River to make @ 
13 cent rate. The Alton deserves credit for its 
action in this matter. Chicago's lumber traffic 
to the West has been almost compietely 
wiped out on account of the yellow 
competition. In order to help this city the 
Alton several months ago proposed to make 
a 10 cent rate from Chicago to the Missour 
River. But having to do it under the rules of 
tne Inter-State Commerce Association it could 
not put the rate in effect without submitting to 
the slow process of arbitration. All the other 
roads opposed the reduction on the ground that 
the proposed rate was too low and would serious- 
ly affect Wisconsin, Iowa, and Minuesota rates; 
also, that it would not help Chicago because 
the yellow pine roads would meet any reduction 
that might be made, and that white could 
not compete in the West with yellow pine. 

The Alton, on the other hand, contended that 
it had nothing to do with Wisconsin, lowa, and 
Minnesota points; that its interests were entire- - 
ly between Chicago and Kansas City and those it 
had to protect.

Some plan had to be devised to t this, 
and Mr. Gates’ method is so simple and so effect- 
ive that the wonder is there has ever been any 
difficulty at all.

matter. Sixty-eight per cent of it is pure tin, 
and the metal is obtained by simply heating 
the ore until the oxygen is liberated. 

The plant now operating at the Gates Iron 
Works is only a model, but they are now at 
work on a complete fuil-sized outfit, made to the 
order of a ay rong company which is now erect- 
ing a mili on its Black Hilis property. The roll 
machine alone for this plant weighs 28,000 

unds, and the capacity will be from twoto 
our tons of ore an hour. A ton of ore contains. 
from seventy-five to 100 pounds of pure tin. The 
whole outfit will be ready to ship in thirty days, 
and if itis as successful as the model would in- 
dicate the company will be manufacturing tin 
ona commercial scale before the summer is 


over.

THEY WILL HAVE THE CANAL. 


A Party of Nicaraguans Stop Off Here on 
Their Journey to Paris. 

The arrival of over a dozen swarthy Nicara- 
guans with their families, servants, and lug- 
gage at the Palmer House yesterday gave the 
office of that hotel for a while somewhat the ap- 
pearance of a Mexican plaza. It was a party of 
weaithy Central Americans on their way via San 
Francisco, Chicago, and New York to the Paris 
Exposition. R. Lopez, of the number, is a 
nephew of the ruling President, Carazo. 
The two other more prominent men in 
the party were Dr D. Maliano and 


N. Martinez, a merchant. Dr. Maliano, a well 


informed English speaking native, says all inter- 
est in Nicaragua now centers on the Nicura- 
gua Canal. Nicaragua,“ he says, wich all 
the other countries of Central America, is in a 
peculiar condition. Its people have advanced 
beyond its institutions and are now on every 
hand giving indications of a desire to 
form a confederation of all the States. 
This is the quiet and unspoken 
sentiment. It is not agitated 
because the people see they must acquire more 
of the modern facilities and recent ideas before 
they can hope to work together. At present we 
have neither railways nor telegraph, and all inter- 
course between the different States is of the 
crudest form. With the building of the canal, if 
it is ever finished, our advance will begin. 
Rivas, the town from which most of us came, 
will then become the important town of Nicar- 
agua, as it is already headquar- 
ters for a division working on the 
canal. People in Nicaraugua have faith 
in the canal. Laborers were arriving from Pan- 
ama each day before we left looking for work.” 

Dr. Maliano says Nicaragua is not nearly so 
unhealthy as supposed. We have positively 
no yellow fever. The only fatal disease is inter- 
mittent fever that usually follows tne drying out 
of the swamps, and with care this can easily be 
prevented. 

After a few days in Chicago the party goes to 
Niagara Falls, New York, and thence to Paris.

GOSSIP FROM WALL STREET. 


Bulls Make a Point on Granger Stocks 
a Owing to the Advance in Wheat. 

NEW YORK, June 15.—[(Special.]—Little sig- 
nificance attached to tine transactions in stocks 
today. Many large traders went out of town last 
evening and others left before noon this morn- 
ing. The volume of business was consequently 
not large. 

The feature was a smart rise in all the grangers 
on a belief that a solution of the traffic problem 
in the Northwest has been reached. Another 
and probably stronger bull point on the grangers 
was the continued advance in wheat, since that 
advauce is based not on prospects of a smaller 
crop but on the prospect ofa sharp demand for 
the cereal to supply the deficiency in the foreign 
harvests. 

Atchison, Jersey Central, and Reading were 
also in demand and ended a fraction higher, but 
the general list is a trifle lower. Mr. Evans of 
Boston Town was hustling round Broad street 
and New England advanced a fraction, only to 
close on a net decline of %. Among the special- 
ties Toledo, Ann Arbor & North Michigan is up 
1% further. 

A large decrease of surplus was expected to be 
shown by the bank statement today. Surprise 
was, therefore, manifested when the figures 
came out, showing a loss of about $500,000, due to 
an increase of deposit lhabilities. On this the 
market closed firm and on only fractional net 
changes. 


A Shortage Frightens the Shorts. 

There were many legitimate causes yesterday 
for an advance in prices of wheat. The English 
markets were strong and sent higher quotations; 
their weather was unsettled, and Russia, their 
principal ally in the matter of food pro 
viding. was said to be “going back on 
them.” The American weather was, how- 
ever. the great determination of values in this 
market. There were reports of damaging rains 
in the Southwest. where wheat cutting is in 
progress. Great Britain was calculated to re- 
quire 13,000,000 bushels between now and the ist 
of next September.

THE BUSINESS OF THE LAW COURTS. 


Property-Owners Object te the Jackson 
Street Tunne!l—Other Itema—The Record. 

A bill was filed in the Circuit Court by Edward 
G. Shumway and Julia S. Barker asking for a 
writ of injunction against the West Chicago 
Street Railroad Company and the West Chicago 
Street Railroad Tunnel Company. The petition- 
ers allege that they are the owners of a building 
situated near the east end of the proposed new 


\ tunnel under the river at Jackson street, and 


that the excavations necessary in building the 
tunnel will greatly weaken the walls of their 
property. Itis also claimed that their leasehold 
of the lot on which the building stands will be 
greatly diminished in value because of the noises 
and odors which will emanate from the tunnel. 
The company, they sav, has offered to make the 
necessary alterations in the foundations, lower- 
ing them to a depth of twenty five feet, but they 
say it will be necessary to strengthen tne side 
wulls by meuns of trusses extending to those in 
the front and rear. These walls, wuney say, were 
not calculated to withstand the extra strain, and 
if the proposed alterations are made the building 
will probably collapse. ‘The injunction has not 
yet been issued. 

Mrs. Sophia Wilson, who sued the Chicago, 
Milwaukee & St. Paul Railway Company for 
$5,000 for personal injuries received by being 
struck by a locomotive at the North Wood street 
crossing Aug. 4, 1887, was awarded the full 
amount by a jury in Judge Baker’s court. Mrs. 
Wilson sustained fractures of several ribs, and 
ee ~ sagen with her at the time were irstantly 

illed, 

Miss Nadage Doree, the actress who sued Mrs. 
Langtry for $1,000 damages for breach of con- 
tract, dismissed her suit in Judge Clifford's court. 
The lawyers in the case brought about a compro- 
mise between the fair contestants, by the terms 
of which Mrs. Langtry paid Miss Doree $200 as 
settlement in full of all claims, each party agree- 
ing to pay her share of the court costs.

Jute Barons Will Kvade the Law. 


Sr. Louis, Mo., June 15.—The Jute-Bagging 
Trust or Combination, it is reported, is caiculat- 
ing upon escaping any conflict with the Anti-

passed. Itis said that its output is fully sold 
up to October and that it is now operating its 
mills in filling contracts made prior to the udop- 
tion of the law.

GREAT DAMAGE DONE BY DYNAMITE 


Chimneys Tumbled and Windows Broken at 
Jobnstown—A Touching Work of Charity. 


Jonxsrowx, Pa., June 15.—Maj. Phillips’ 
dynamiters have had Johnstown in a state of 
nervous terror all day, and this even- 
ing General Manager John Fulton of the 
Cambria Iron Company dictated a forcible 
protest to Gov. Beaver, stating that the mills 
and offices of the company were being 
ruined by tne blasts; that Adjutant General 
Hastings had paid no attention to two re- 
quests for its discontinuance, and that the 
State would be held responsible for any fur- 
ther damage done. The message was filed 
in the telegraph office with instructions that 
it be put upon the wire as soou as another 
blast was fired. In the meantims Adjutant 
General Hastings had gained communi- 
cation with Maj. Phillips and un 
order to discontinue the blasting went 
into effect. General Manager Phillips 
said: “1 do not hold Gen. Hastings responsi- 
ble for this dynamiting. It is the hight of 
nonsense, however, to use such heavy blasts 
so near valuable buildings. My Superin- 
tendent reports that the damp walls of tne 
milis are giving way under the shocks and 
here in my own office the ceiling has opened 
a quarter of an inch witnin the last three 
hours. Buildings in Johnstown are in too 
delicate a condition to be trifled with by dy- 
namiters.“ 

Maj. Phillips has been engaged since 
Wednesday in blowing out the wreckage in 
the channel of the Conemaugh above the 
Pennsylvania Railroad stone bridge. 
He was anxious to have a pas- 
sage for the water by this evening 
ana to that end put in a 500-pound blast of 
dynamite at noop. The biast was placed 
under two buildings, one of which was lying 
upon the other, and both covered witn logs. 
The explosion was terrific, and one log, 
large enough for a mainmast, was hurled 300 
feet in the air. The next blast, not being 
placed so deep, was a 400-pounder. This one 
did all the damage. The strongest houses iu 
the city trembled like leaves. All the glass 
was blown out of the windows of Odd Fellows 
Hall, which seems to have stood over 
a stratum of unusual disturbance. In 
the same neighborhood tne rear wall 
of the half-wrecked Catholic Church 
fell upon the Baltimore & Ohio tracks. 
Chimneys rattled down all about and dishes 
were broken in houses at Kernvilie, a halt- 
mile away. Asked about the matter Maj. 
Phillips said: We have only 2,000 pounds 
of dynamite today. I have ordered several 
tonsofit. The charges will not be so heavy 
hereafter. I had no idea we were doing any 
damage. So far as I know no persons were 
injured.“ Soon after the last blast, which 
opened the channel of the river, the logs 
formed a gorge. A gang of lumbermea were 
put to work with canthooks to clear the 
stream.

It has been my invariable rule not to reply 
to articles similar to the one appearing in 
THe Triscne of June 2, knowing now utterly 
useless itis for two opponents to attempt to 
convince each other by a public discussion.

A Woman Propounds a Little Query and

To a woman belongs the honor of starting 
the agitation of the National flower contest. 
Some time in May of last year Jean Kincaid, 
a correspondent of the Boston Globe, wrote a 
communication to that paper suggesting that 
inasmuch as nearly all the nations 
of the earth had tbeir floral em- 
blems America should have one too. 
and from this small beginning all 
the discussion has grown.

The American Florist of 
this city took up the matter, and the atten- 
tion of the Society of American Florists was 
called toit at the meeting held in New York 
City last August. At this meeting acommit- 
tee of three was appointed, consisting 
of. Robert Craig of 
Chairman, Peter Henderson of New 
York, and Mrs. Emily Royle of 
Paterson, N. J. The committee was au- 
thorized to receive suggestions, thorougbly 
canvass the situation, and report at the next 
mecting of the association, which will be 
held in Buffalo Aug. 20, 21, ana 22 of this 
year. ln the meantime the committee has 
been deluged with letters and communica- 
tions of all sorts. The ladies seem 
to be the most interested in 
the subject, and they send in 
ail manner of queer suggestions and ideas. 
But the nomination of favorite candidates 
is not alone confined to the women. Many 
leading men in the country have become in- 
terested in the contest, and regard the 
selection of a flower as an important one.

In choosing a flower that shall stand as the 
emblem of our nationality let it be one that 
may point a moral,“ even if it does not 
*‘adorn a tale.“ Moreover, let it be in every 
way beautiful in leaf and flower. It should 
also be indigenous to our country and one 
that can be grown in any part of the United 
States during some period of the year, and 
withal a flower that can be considered as 
characteristic of our people and land. 

The violet has been championed by some, 
but don’t we all remember the old song, 
commencing: 

Down in a deep and shady bed 
The modest violet grew? 

Tell me, does chis portray the American? 
Almost the same objections may be brought 
against the trailing arbutus. By the way, to 
call this last named Mayflower is surely a 
misnomer and will later lead to confusion. 
For centuries past and today in the West of 
England the bloom of the hawthorn is called 
Mayflower. The good ship Maytiower was a 
West of Engfand craft and was named for 
the flower that covers the hedges by field 
and roadside in Old England during 
the merrie month o' May.” As for 
the potato, it is altogether too “kitch- 
eny 822 ” for any use, and since 
Raleigh’s time the Green Isle has shared 
most of its honors. Maize is too cumbersome, 
and we should be forever in doubt whether 
the flower, ear, or stalk was the emblem. 
Goldenrod is indeed beautiful, still it does 
not grow in ali parts of the country and it 
carries with it no particular thought. Then 
its shape is against it. The availability of 
shape is something we must consider. A 
flower must be selected of which the form 
can be readily impressed upon our coins or 
cutinto paper flowers for decorations, ca- 
pable of being understood by the Parisian 
artificial flowermaker—for our girls must 
wear the Nawonal flower in their bonnets; 
and it should be one that can be stenciled on 
the walis and ceilings of our legisiative halls, 
for this high artis still with us. 1 tnink we 
all admit that potato blossoms, maize flowers, 
violets, and goldenrod could scarcely come up 
to these requirements. 

A BOLD STAND FOR THE POPPY. 

There is a flower that is indigenous to this 
fair land that from every point of view has 
in it the values requisite for our National 
flower. Itis one of the brightest, cheeriest 
flowers that ever bloomed. To look at this 
four-leaved beauty is to perceive in a simple 
flower the embodiment of Faith, Hope, Love, 
and Liberty, which of all heraldic legends 
might best become this great Republic. What 
holds us together but the faith in our fellow- 
creatures acd our God, with hope based on 
the yesterday and today which makes us 
look with expectant eves for the forever, 
with a charity that for our race should be ali 
encompassing, and with a love for that lib- 
erty that has exalted us above all the nations 
of the earth? 

I have seen this flower growing from Ore- 
gon and Northern California clear to Mexico, 
a stretch of over 1,000 miles, and in such rich 
profusion that it seemed as if some Titan had 
painted the hills with a throbbing, glowing 
gold. No flower that grows in America can 
show such a wealth of sunlike color as 


this. From February to fall the thousand 


hills and the thousand valleys of our Pacific 
land are on fire with this really National 
flower. 

There is in its pretty face an energy that 
portrays our people. Ic is,a flower that when 
you see it you believe in. Moreover, the de- 
signer can readily use it; it would look well 
upon our coins and postage stamps. 

My flower is none other than the esch- 
scholtzia, or California poppy, a flower that 
can be grown in any part of our land. If 
you object to the name blame Mr. Esch- 
scholtz and not the flower. 1 have tried to 
show that my choice stands for something. 
The rose of England commemorates the 
struggle between York and Lancaster; the 
Scotch thistle hands down a story from the 
Danish invasion; the Irish shamrock was 
made sacred by St. Patrick's masterly detini- 
tion of che Trinity. Therefore, when we se- 
lect a National flower, let us get a little 
higher than only a pansy blossom“ senti- 
ment. 1 commend to the notice of my coun- 
trymen the — beauty Ihave championed. 
that is born and bred in the “glorious cli- 
mate of Californy.”’

DISTINCTLY AN AMERICAN FLOWER.

of age and experience, and if they have 
lived all these years with their eyes and ears 
open, in their domestic and social relations 
they have had as good opportunities to study 
all the phases of the marriage problem, 
save the special phase in the liie 
of some particular married woman, 
as the married women about them.

Now lI suggest that it would be more to the 
purpose to ask the mother with whitened hair, 
whose son goes daily through the aforementioned 
disreputable streets and comes home to her every 
night at a reasonable bedtime, and goes to his 
virtuous couch, to sleep the sleep of the just, if 
her son is what she has made him. There are 
thousands of such young men as this, and in this 
sin-polluted world they do not come by chance. 
They are the fruits of the loving, patient, faith- 
ful toils of.the true mothers of our land, ana 
there will be thousands more of them when 
there are more such mothers. 

THE INFLUENCE OF HEREDITY. 

I have given the lady the benefit of the 
fut qudtatrom’ of her repty, althougu “she 
omitted an important part of my last sen- 
tence—viz.: to ask that mother and the 
mothers of this country if they have made 
the social conditions to overcome which her 
love and entreaties and prayers are unavail- 
ing.“ But to take the question as quoted 
from my article the lady surely found 
my position upon the question she 
asks under what I said concerning 
the influence of heredity.

while » tind rare exceptions of this kind, 
Nature has been most uncompromising in en- 
forcing a rule formulated by inspired wisdom 
centuries ago, declaring that the iniquities 
ot the fathers are visited upon the children 
unto the third and fourth generations. Ob- 
servation would lead me to suggest but one 
change in this formula, so that it should read 
„the iniquities of the fathers and mothers.”’ 

Science and observation certainly teach us 
that neither Prof. Ward’s assumption that 
woman is the race nor Prof. Allen’s assump- 
tion that man is the race is correct, but, 
rather, that the individual is the resultant 
ot the inherited temperaments, habits, and 
appetites of two lines of ancestry, pius the 
impetus and inspiration of environment. 
The lady objects to this law of nature. And 
certainly I would be glad if each young soul 
opening its eyes this June morning 
upon our world might come to us 
as free and pure and unfreighted 
by hereditary burdens as the angels. So 
also the father objects to this law of nuture 
when he looks into tne eyes of his idiot child, 
or into the face of the son whose life is one 
long, insatiable thirst. So also the mother ob- 
jects to this law of nature as she looks upon 
her frail, consumptive babe, whose little life 
must fade away with our June roses. So also 
the Christian pastor objects to this law of 
nature, and in his pravers and earnest words 
of helpfulness to the brother fettered by the 
sins of his ancestors resembles the seven 
and seventy times seven of Christ's mercy. 
So we all object to this lawof nature—but 
nevertheless we are compelled to accept it as 
the law according to which God is working 
out the moral responsibility and eventual 
perfection of the race. There are dreamers 
among us who believe in the perfectibility of 
the race, but we also believe that this will 
never be attainable until society realizes 
that this perfectibility can never be at- 
tained through the purity and strength of its 
mothers alone, but only wnena pure manhood 
and a pure womanhood unite to bring forth 
offspring unfettered by hereditary burdeus— 
physical or moral. 

TRUE MANHOOD AND WOMANHOOD. 

After saying this it hardiy seems neces- 
sary for me to add that when a mother 
points to the pure and noble manhood of her 
son, and asks us, who made him what —— 
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01 the 
toils of the true mothers of our land.“ 
should say that he is, in ail probability, the 
fruit of the union of a true and pure man- 
hood with a loving and pure womanhood—a 
son so bulwarked by the strength and pur- 
ity of his father’s manhood and the 
love and purity of his mother’s woman- 
hood that he can walk unpolluted and 
victorious through the temptations of our 
large cities, as St. Michael of old among the 
cohorts of Satan. 
But the lady charges me with “excusing 
women for not exercising their proper influ- 
ence over men on the ground that the charac- 
ter of every man is the product of the charac- 
ters of two or three generations of ancestors 
plus the influence of present environments.” 
This charge is certainly a most astounding 
Not to mention the fact

lift their sisters above the temptations born 
of necessity, so that starvation wages can 
no lorger be given as an excuse for crime, 
and so that never again in the history of 
womanhood may an unfortunate sister sav 
choosing suicide instead of dishonor, “ 
would rather trust in the mercy of God than 
the charity of men.”’

‘The: plain outer walls gave no idea of 
the splendor within. Gold was abundant in 
the mountains about, and most generously 
was it lavished throughout the rooms from 
top to bottom. Niches about the walls held 
pots and flowers of gold and silver, chairs 
and tables, dishes, even parterres in the 
gardens, all glittering with these precious 
metals. No wonder the Spaniards brought 
home wondrous tales of this El Dorado—this 
golden kingdom across the sea. 

One of the most interesting models at the 
exposition is a reed-like structure resting on 
spies in a miniature lake. This represents 
the home of the lake dweiler, whose proto- 
tvpe existed in prehistoric times in Switzer- 
land and Ireland. Evidence goes to show 
that these lake dwellers were descended 
from an ancient race that covered the shores 
of the Baltic—a rude race of men who did 
not have the building instinct, who 

rotected themselves from wild beasts 

y means of fires along the 
beach. They buried their dead in 
stone chests, as did our lake builders after 
them. As they grew more civilized they 
ventured farther and farther into the inte- 
rior, and came finally to settle on the Swiss 
lakes. While the first race left nothing but 
stone relics, we find implements of bronze 
among the latter races. The traces of this 
ancient race of the bronze age have been dis- 
covered recently, and since the first investi- 
gations thousands and thousands of relics 
have come to light. From the preservation 
of the piles and stakes at the bottom of the

lakes and the numerous relics we can con- 
struct a Lacustrine dwelling with tolerable 
accuracy. 
DWELT IN THE LAKES. 
The lake dwellers sought the lake for safe- 
ty, building their houses on platforms fast- 
ened upon piles. The frames of tne houses 


were circular in form, ten or twelye feet in | 


diameter, and covered with a mixture of clay 
and wattles. From the remains of parallel 
rows of stakes from the platform piles to the 
shore we kuow that the dwellings were con- 
nected with the mainland by narrow bridges, 
easily defensible in time of danger. i 

Herodotus gives us a sketch of the Paro- 
nion aweilers on Lake Prasias, who must 
have lived in somewhat the same way. The 
Irish lake dwellers were of late origin. Their 
huts were built in the midst of swamps, shal- 
low water being chosen in preference to deep, 
as the former could be filed up. Thus the 
Irish holder made an artificial island for him- 
self—stockaded it and dwelt like a Baronina 
castle with a moat. The modern race that 
most resemble the ancient lake dwellers are 
the inhabitants of New Guinea and Central 
Africa, where the huts on the river are built 
both on piles or on earth spread on the long 
grass. 

There is a great gap between the prehis- 
toric and the historic periods, and we have 
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doorways. But their immunity was bought 
dt the expense of a steep. hard climb. e 
dl dwellers were not content, however,

. in considerable quantity, but no trace 
yp of tne cliff builders themselves— 
not even a bone. Without doubt these

The Egyptians are tne earli- 
est race of which we have anything like 
detinite knowledge, but, sadly enough, the 
records of the dwelling houses of this race, 
as well as of the Assyrian, the Persian, and 
the Greek, are deficient. The Egyptians 
were preéminently a building race, and we 
know them from their buildings alone. We 
know, however, that the Egvptians be- 
stowed as much pains on the houses as they 
did on their rock cut tombs, pyramids, and 
obelisks. There was the same cxactness in 
measurement, the same nicety of jointure. 
The earliest Egyptian houses were built of 
sandstone, but later limestone and sun-burnt 
brick came into vogue. A common type of 
Egyptian dwelling was a three-story struct- 
ure, Or, more correctly, two stories, with an 
open gallery flanked with miniature columns. 
The better class of houses were generally 


the traveler as queer is that each piece is set 
perhaps afoot from the wall. This is done 
to protect the heads and necks of the family 
and their visitors from the attacks of insects 
that drop from the pictures and the Walls. 
In Benares one meets with very en stone 
structures, sometimes built to the hight of 
seven stories. 

There is a pretty model of a Japanese 
dweiling at the exposition.

dwe lings, however, were without this sub- 
stantial veneer, and nothing but rubbish 
heaps mark their sites. There is little 
temptation for the antiquarian to poke 
around these mounds, when, by working at 
the old palace sites, he can possibly unearth 
a bit of sculptured revetment, rich with sug- 
gestions of past centuries. Modern Assyria, 
then, is a land of ruins and rubbish. From 
the brick heaps scattered generously about 
nearand far the Assyrians ef today have 
gathered the materials tor their houses. The 
rounded and bruised corners of yellowish red 
bricks attest their age, and the walls thus 
reconstructed are picturesque in their 
roughness. Like the ancient piles, these 
huuses rise to good hight, there is the same 
lack of windows, and the entrance is insignif- 
icant. it is not an uncommon sight in the 
Assyria of today to see a projecting window 
over the highway after the fashion of our 
American bow windows. Here tne well-to- 


do Assyrian, with his curling hookah, re-

and chopped straw with cement finish are the 
most common materials. Every house is en- 
circled by a balustraded veranda, on which 
all the rooms open, and in the better class of 
buildings a pretentious portico snades the 
doorway. he gardens that adorn every 
house are laid out with painful exactness. 
Mountains and rills, forests ana fish ponds 
abound in miniature—a landscape of extraor- 
dinary diversitv. The houses are fitted up 
scantily within. Stuffed straw matting covers 
the floors, and here the Japunese squat and 
paint their queer pictures or eat their rice. 
The valuables of the household, instead of 
adorning the house are stowed away in ase 
arate fireproof building on the grounds. This 
store room is covered with a coating of mud 
on the outside one foot thick, while the win- 
dows are closed with metal shutters. To 
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olines at his ease and looks far up and down 
the street, or talks with the passing neigh- 
bors. Often houses are connected across the 
way. Again do we find the custom of buid- 
ing the house about a square interior court. 
The supper and the sleeping rooms are all 
open to the air, for in that climate there is 
little fear of cold, chilly winds. So hot does 
it often get that many of house have subter- 
ranean rooms. 
BUILT ESPECIALLY TO KEEP COOL IN. 

The furniture of an Assyrian house is sim- 
ple. If a man is well off he usually affords 
the luxury of a bed raised on four legs. The 
women are not regarded with much defer- 
ence. The children generally sleep on amat- 
tress together, while the: servants have to be 
content with a simple mat. 

Comparatively nothing is Known of the 
architecture of the early Persian dwelling. 
They were without doubt built of perishable 
material—were simple and unostentatious in 
design. Of the royal dwellings we get some 
information. These were built upon grand 
scale. The plan was commonly oblofig, with 
a square hall, the ceilings of which were 
upheld by columns. The back and sides of 
the hall led into apartments, and in this 
respect the dwellings were similar to 
the better known Roman houses. A mod- 
ern Persian village is a cheerless place. 
The outside walls of the houses are 
grim and uninviting, having no windows on 
the street side. They are mostly structures 
of unburnt brick, the color of mud. The 
Persian proprietor, however, is satistied with 
decorating the inside walls, preferring to 
make himself at home rather than cater to 
the passer-by. He covers nis sitting or livin 
room with soft felting, dots the floor wit 
great jars, big enough to play hide-and-seek 
in, filled with grain and peas. In one corner 
the silk quilts and the bedding are neatly 
tied up in bundies ready for the night, while 
down from the veiling hang herbs and spices 
and fruits. Here and there in the walls lit- 
tle alcoves are cut for the reception of pre- 
serves and dishes.

Pups Do When Out for the First Time— 
The Proper Age to Begin Breaking in a 
Canine—As to Using the Whip. 

Wasnixd rox, D. C., June 12.—[Special Cor- 


respondence. ] The shooting season is draw- 


ing near, ana Iam safe in saying its arrival 
will find, as usual, but comparatively few 
prepared for it—that is, for wing shooting 
over a dog. To really enjoy wing shoot- 


ing a thoroughly trained dog is necessary. 


Such a dog, ready made, will cost from 78 
up. Toaman who goes out but a few times 
in the season this price is more than he feels 
like spending, and he says: O, well, I 
guess old Sport’ wil do for the hittle 
shooting I shall be able to indulge in.“ The 
opening day comes and he and old Sport“ 
try it on. Old Sport“ is rank and probably 
deaf. On reaching the cover he ranges way 
ahead and puts up the birds out of gun shot; 
and after the most aggravating kind of a 
day, the sportsman returns home without 
any birds, completely used up and thorough- 
ly disgusted with shooting in general, and 
unless he has been a marvel! of virtue and pa- 
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Another will pay no attention either to the 
scent or the bird itself, but run right over 
both. This is not a sure sign that his nose is 
deficient. It may be that instinct has not 
taught him what a game bird is; one should 
be killed and shown to him, and while it is 
still warm he shoula be allowed to smell and 
even mouth it a little, being at the same time 
encouraged with the hand and voice. 

Another may follow the scent with much 
excitement’ until the bird is flushed, which 
shows a good nose and a strong hunting 
instinct, but also a tendeney to be hot- 
headea and obstinate. He must be made to 
understand which is master, and to ac- 
complish this the whip snould be brought 
into requisition, but 2 judiciously. 
Never whip him unless he un tands what 
he is being whipped for. den he first 
strikes the scent say. Whoa.“ Hold him 
there a moment, and then allow him to fol- 
lowit up a short way. He must be kept well 


under control while doing this, and made to 


do it in a steady, cautious manner. If he does 
not stopat the command todoso keep re- 
peating the word whoa ” until he has been 
caught and has received a chastisement.

tience, it will take a week’s hard training to 
forget what that day’s experience has taught 
him in the way of profanity. 

To avoid experience of this kind, itis only 
necessary tohave on hand a reliable dog 
when the season opens, and it need not cost 
$75 to secure him, either. In fact, the best 
dog a man can have is the one that he has 
himself trained, as then dog and master un- 
derstand each other. The dog understands 
each term of command given by his master 
and the guuner knows exactly what to ex- 
pect from the dog. There is no reason why 
every sportsman sbould not have adogof 
this kind. He has only to secure a promis- 
ing pup, and witha little time and trouble 
he will have a reliable dog that will suit him 
better than any he can purchase. 

The proper age to gin breaking a pup 
varies irom 6 to 10 months, according to 
the development of the pup in question. As 
a supposition we will say a desirable pu 
has been secured and chained to his kenne 
No one should be allowed to feed, unchain, 


or have anything to do with him but his mas- 


ter, and he should never be unchained except 
when accompanying his master. 

The first thing he is taught is to answer to 
his name, which, we will say, is Ned, that 
being easily spoken, and from its sharpring 
can be heard clearly by the dog. After he 
responds readily to his name he is taught to 
„charge.“ Charge should be said ina 
sharp, stern voice, tapping the pup at the

same time witha whip. In all probability he 
will rolioveron his back. Put him in posi- 
tion and make him remain so until he is 
called up. It takes but a few lessons to teach 
this, but if afterwards when commanded to 
„charge“ he is not kept strictly to the 
proper position he will soon change it toa 
comfortable liedown. 
PROCEEDING WITH THE LESSON, 

Next throw a piece of meat some distance 
and command him to “hie on,“ helping him 
to find 1t. He will not need many lessons in 
this before hie on“ will start him hunting 
like a good fellow. A wave of the hand 
either to the right or the left will teach him 
to range on the side desired. 

„Come in“ is the expression used for call- 
ing him in, and “to heel’’ should bring him 
close to the feet, where he should remain 
until released. When teaching a pup to re- 
trieve“ he should be put in a good humor by 
romping with him over a ball, which, on 
being thrown out, he will chase and prob- 
ably bring to you. The word “ fetcb “ should 
be used frequently when he is doing this. 
After he retrieves readily in this way, by de- 
grees stop playing with him, until, at the 
word fetch,“ given in a command ing voice, 
the ball, stick, .or whatever it may be is 
brought in, and at the word “drop’’ given 
up to tne trainer in a quiet, business-like 
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way. The only reliable retriever is the one 
that retrieves from command and not from 
play; for a few hours’ hard hunting will 
knock ali the play outof a dog and at the 
same time his desire to fetch.“ 

Next attach a strong cord to his collar. 
show him a piece of meat, and throw it 
where it will be in plain sight, commanding 
him to“ hie on.“ He will, of course, make 


the collar. He can pe held in this way so 
that the whip need not fall on his legs. I have 
seen dogs disqualified for the day’s hunt and 
sometimes permanently inj by being 
struck on the legs. 

Never shoot at a bird unless the pup has 
held his point. At the report of the gun 
bring the pup to heel. Reload and then tell 
him to hie on,” making him find the dead 
bird and point it; pick up the bird yourself. 
If the pup has a good nose the next all im- 
portant point is that he should be stanch. 
To insure this he is not allowed to retrieve 
or touch the bird under any pretense for the 


first three months’ work, and if he has a 


headstrong disposition it is far better not to 
let him retrieve until the second season. 
TEACHING HIM TO RETRIEVE. 
He should, however, be given daily prac- 
tice ip retrieving a stick or a dog whip. 
This will keep him familiar with the com- 


-maod “fetch,” and when the time comes 


for him to retrieve birds if he sees one drop 
in front of him and is told to “fetch” he is 
only too glad to do so, and the probability 
is he will be careful not to mouth the 
bird, as he is not quite sure if he is 
doing right or not to touch it at all. When 
he gets the dead bird in his mouth he 
should bring it immediately to his mas- 
ter. Do notallow him to play with it, but 
make mucb of him after the bird is safely 
stowed away. If a bird is knocked down 
and seen to be only winged, unless the pup 
has pruved himself to bea careful retriever, 
do not let hun fetch it. For if anything wil 
make him hard-mouthed it is the aggrava- 
tion of bringing in a flapping bird. 

After the pup bas become stanch, a good 
retriever, and ran | 
understands his business, bear in mind he 
can easily be ruined. For imstance, if he 
is standing a bird, never mind in 
how tough a place, the gunner should flush it. 
Don’t allow the dog to do so. It is also a 
bad plan to . a bird up by throwing any- 
thing at it.: The falling missile is apt to make 
him break his point. If a bird is flushed and 
the aog did it wilitully, bring him to heel 
and give him a 3 sg saying Whoa”’ 
with each cut of the whip. If he is not seen 
in the act of flushing the bird bring him to 
heel and a good scolding will suffice, as he 
may have put it up accidentally. Never kill 
anything but a game bird over him and if he 
points or makes game on anything else rep- 
rimand him, A man may lend his last dollar 
or only suit of clothes to his friend, but 
never his dog. For it is a case of too many 
cooks spoil the broth,” and a dog with more 
than one master recogaizes no master at all. 


DISEASES IN LIBRARY BOOKS, 


How Boston Intends to Guard Against 
Them by Quarantine Measures. 

Boston, Mass., June 13.— [Special Corre- 
spondence.|—A new departure which the 
Boston health authorities have made as a 
measure for preventing the spread of disease 
isso palpably wise that other cities will 
doubtless be quick to adopt it. It has long 
been recognized that library books of the 
circulating descripuon were an admirable 
medium for conveying contagious and in- 
fectious complaints from house to house. 
When people are sick they can only amuse 
themselves with reading, and no soener 
do they fall ill than the nearest 
library is drawn upon for volumes of 
entertaining tiction, ete. During their 
perusal germsof a dangerous nature, set 
afloat by the patient’s breath or otherwise, 
are apt to lodge between the leaves, to be 
taken in by subsequent readers. Some of 
these obnoxious bacilli retain their vitality 
for quite a while, so that one can never be 
sure when he takes out a library book that 
he is not making a bid for a variety of phys- 
ical ailments from scarlet-fever to mumps. 
As a partial precaution against this tne 
Boston Board of Heaith will hereafter cause 
the public library card in each family where 
acommunicable disease is found to exist to 
be stamped, so as to indicate the presence 
of infection contagion there. The 
library will thereafter allow no books to be 
taken out on this card until the trouble is offi- 
cially reported as gone. Furthérmore, when 
books are returned from a house where such 
disease has appeared they will be carefully 
disinfected ‘before being reissued. This sys- 
tem 1s expected to reduce the number of 
deaths from diphtheria and other complaints 
of the sort by an appreciable percentage 
annually; for this is the greatest reading 
community in the world, and it is supplied 
with books mainly by the public library here, 
which isa gigantic institution with branches 
in every part of the city. 

In other ways, too, the Library Board will 
do its best to keep its books in a healthy con- 
dition as soon as its new building is rgady for 
occupancy.

this city hes a long stretch of limestone, 
which cropping out at various places serves 
to mark the dividing line between Hancock 
and WyandotCounties. At this point the lime. 
stone reaches its highest elevation in North. 
western Ohio, ana then dips rapidly away, 
not to appear again above the surface until 
it reaches the shores.of Lake Erie on the 
north, ana the Limestone River, near Spring. 
field, on the south. 

One mile south of this ridge of limestone ig 
the beginning of what is-popularly suppdsed 
to have once been a lake, from which the 


Water has in some mysterious way been 


drained, leaving a sunken space varying. in 
aepth from ten to forty feet and ten miles 
long by three wide, over which the rank veg- 
etation of perhaps centuries has grown, died, 
and decayed, leaving a bog or morass. 

A short distance from this marsh, and stil) 
further south, a wonderful cave has recently 
been discovered, concerning which marvel 
ous reports have been put in cirèulauon 
by the people living in the ‘neigh 
borhood. The entrance to ‘this mys- 
terious cavern was accidentally- discoy- 
ered by a horse breaking throvgh 8 
thin crust of earth while at work in a fleld. 
In rescuing the animal it was found that the 
hole into which he had partially fallen led 
down into some dark and unknown space, 
which gave back no echoirg sound when 
substances were dropped into it. This 
aroused the curiosity of the farmer, Henry 
Greindle, who came to this city to relate the 
story of his wonderful find. A patty of men 
drove out there and investigated the matter 
sufficiently to satisfy themselves that Grein- 
die had actually discovered something mich 
out of the ordinary in the cave line. 

WENT INTO THE SHOW BUSINESS. 

The farmer, finding a flood of people over- 
running his premises looking for the 
entrance to the cavern, conceived 
the idea of turning his  distovery 
into profit, and. manufacturing a rope lad- 
der, he erected a tent over tne yawning hole 
in the ground, and charged venturesome 
visitors 10 cents each for the privilege of go- 
ing down to the bottom of the cave.

AT THE COLORED CAMP-MEETING, 


The Vivid Picture Drawn by Br’er Harris 
of Hell and the Devil. , 

Mary Proctor writes in the St. Louis Fe- 
public of a colored camp-meeting which she 
attended in Florida: 

The sun was sinking like a great ball of 
fire in a sea of pink clouds behind the distant 
pines. The trunks of the trees stood out 
darkly against the bright sky. and the gray 
moss, tinged with red, looked as if a fairy 
maid had changed its ashen hue. The only 
sound to disturb the peaceful calm was the 
low, plaintive tone of a mocking-bird in a tree 
overhead. As we proceeded on our way we 
emerged from the pine woods, and crossing 
a prairie we entered a densely-wooded “ hum- 
mock.“ Now we could plainly hear the 
darkies chanting, and their melodious voices 
sounded soft and clear in the distance. Fol- 


lowing the sound of their voices we made 


our way through the woods, and finally 
reached a clearing. There we saw an old big 
church ready to fall to pieces from age and 
decay. Great boards were nailed across it 
to keep it together, and the great spaces be- 
tween the logs were carefully filled with 
moss, : 

Inside the old hovel the preacher was hold- 
ing forth and a crowd of darkies who could 


not find room inside were pressing around 


the door to hear him. as some of them 
had been during the week, lying, thieving, 
stealing, yet for the time being they were 
the most religious set of darkies to met 
with in that part of the country. Long and 
loud were the iamentations to the Lord for 
their past iniquities and earnest were they 
now in singing His praises. Some were al- 
most hysterical in their fervor, crying and 
moaning to the good Lord to make them bet- 
ter. 

Others lookea solemn, and holding their 
books before them, which were in many cases 
upside down, they devoutly joined in the 
chorus.

With scarcely a moment for breathing 
time Brother Harris gave out the next verse: 

Ole Adame, he wah de fust built man, 
Dat's what de Good K say, 

An’ Ebe came next. den sin began; 
Dat's jis what de Good Book say. 

Ebe bit de apple right ip two, 

A berry wicked thing fur Ebe to do, 

But dat’s what de Good Book say, it am, 
Dat's what de Good Book say. 

Then, with an energy almost amounting to 
frenzy they all joined in the chorus. 

Without any intermission Brother Harris 
began another favorite song, accompanied by 
various high treble voices, with ringing 
variations: 

O, I long foh to reach dat heabenly sho’, 
To meet ole Peter stan'in at de do’; 

He say to me, O, how you do? 
Come set right yondeh in de golden pew. 

Dat de good solid people do go clean froo 
To dip in de gol'en sea, 

Waving their arms and bodies the brethren 
joined in the chorus: 

Den dip me, bave me, 

Sistahs, yo’ an’ me, 
Come git de boat, caze we's all gwine to float 
Fo’ to dip in de gol'en sea. 

Repeating these quaint words over and 
over again, they lingered longingly on the 
last word, sea,“ ere chey sang another verse, 
which was as follows: 3 

Good Mr. Jesus a-sittin’ in de prow, 

Come all yo’ niggahs, make yo’ bow, 

O! I look down onde wo’ld below 

An’ watch dem white trash shublin’ snow, 
While angels’ fishes nip my toe 

When I dip in de gol'en sea. 

Then followed the sermon, by Br’er Harris. 
Poor old man, as he stood therein their 
midst, shaking as if with the palsy, his eyes 
rolled up heavenward, so that only the whites 
were to be seen, his long white hair showing 
his great age and his frame feeble and bent, 
one could not help thinking that his days 
were all but spent.

Beating 
their hands violently together, they en- 
treated the Good Lawd to come down right 
now and save poor sinnahs.“ 

Some were crouching on the ground, whilst 
others were waving themselves backwards 
and forwards until they fell exhausted to the 
ground. Suddenly the minister, as if inspired, 
rushed through the throng, calling on lost 
souls to escape the snares of the devil. “Fuh 
he’s right arter yo’, po’ sinnah!

At this some shrieked out, “Right heah,

After a while the enthusiasm passea 
away and only a few low cries of Heanh, 
Lawd,” or a mere groan were to be heard, 
and then all was over. 

As the last sound died away a woman’s 
voice, clear and sweet as a bird’s, broke the 
stillness with the following chant:

All joined in the chorus, filling the big hut 
with the melody of their deep, rich voices, 
and the air resounded with the sweet and 
soulful strains.

It was agreed that Thursday of the follow- 
ing week should be the time, and the place 
was fixed at a spot on Withers’ farm, as it 
was supposed there would be more trouble 
in getting the bear than the goats to the 
ground.

THE CHICAGO ORCHESTRAL CLUB. 


Arrangements for the Last Concert of the 
Season—General Notes. 

The Chicago Orchestral Club, under the 
direction of Mr. S. E. Jacobsohn, will give a 
concert next Thursday evening, June 2, at 
the warerooms of Messrs. Estey & Camp. 
The club will be assisted by Messrs. Fred- 
erick Haines, pianist, Louis Falk, organist, 
and Theodore Binder, violinist. Tais con- 
cert will close the ciub’s present season, 
which has been quite successful, so 
much so as to afford a decidedly 
encouraging outlook for the future. 
During the time that the members of 
the organization ‘have played together much 
has been accomplished in the direction of 
unity and finish, in which, as well as in oth- 
er particulars, a distinct gain has been notice- 
ble with each public appearance. The num- 
ber of professional players which it has been 
necessary to engage to supplement the oth- 
ers has also decreased with each concert. 
Amateur. players, upon such orchestral in- 
struments as it is unusual to find in use among 
non-professionals, have been preparing the m- 
selves by earnest study to take part in the 
work of the organization, and it is only a 
question of time when the club will be en- 
tireiy independent of professional assistance. 
Not a httle credit is due to those who took 
the initiative in the formation of the club 
and whose musicai enthusiasm has led them 
to labor untiringly in its behalf. It is to be 
hoped tbat the good work may be continued, 
for the weekly rehearsals afford members 
an unequaled opportunity for becoming fa- 
miliar with much of the best orchestral mu- 
sic, and as a means of musical 
culture to the individual its value can 
scarcely be overestimated. 

It would be an excelient thing for the mu- 
sical life of this city if such amateur orches- 
tral clubs, conducted as is the one in ques- 
tion, for mutual improvement and not for 
any pecuniary gain, might bevome numerous. 
Attention is now being turned to tbe study 
of orchestral instruments much more than 
was formerly the case, and it ougnt not to 
be difficult in a city the size of Chicago to 
secure from the ranks of amateurs possessed 
of sufficient musical talent, combined with the 
necessary enthusiasm tor the work, enough 
competent players to form several such clubs. 
While it might be necessary to begin with only 
strings ana the more common wind instru— 
ments, others wouid be torthcoming in due 
time after there was a certainty that they 
would be needed. In the Leipzig Conserva- 
tory it was customary some years ago, and 
no doubt is so yet, to hold regular weekly re- 
hearsals of the students, who supplied trom 
their number a full string band. lu heu of 
the wind instruments those parts were sup- 
plied upon a piano by other students, who 
often played them from the full orchestral 
score, at the same time improving themselves 
in score reading. Many of the greatest sym- 
phonies and overtures were thus studied un- 
der the direction of Concertmeister Ferdi- 
nund David (since deceased), or occasioually 
under one of the more advanced pupils, to 
the great advantage of those who partici- 
pated in the rehearsals.

with paint pots. The university buildin 
makes an ideal home for artiste, aud their 
easels, holding half completed work, were 
found beneath the dormer windows in many 
of the sky parlors. Most of the tenants have 
taken advantage of the chance to rent rooms 
in the building in order to obtain fresh air, 
plenty of sunlight, and the pieasure ot such 
surroundings as .greensward, trees, and 
shrubbery. On the campus are several um- 
brageous willows, and the grounds are 
shaded with a prolific growtn of native oaks, 
maples, and evergreens, 

The University comprises the main build- 
ing and tower, with two smaller end towers 
and two Wings, one in the rear and the other 

arallel with the main structure. The build- 
ng is in the medieval style of architecture, 
and the material of the walls and tow- 
ers is unhewn limestone, with cut-stone 
trimmings. ‘The'hight of the main tower is 
170 feet, and the building as a whole pre- 
sents a massive and substantial appearance. 
But it is not modern ſu construction; the 
ceilings of most of the rooms and corridors 
are low; the limestone-is chipping away 
under the action of the elements, the joists 
under the floors ure rotting, and an ex- 
penditure of at least $250, would be re- 
quired to remodel the structure and put it in 
shape to be used as a first-class building 
suitable for educational purposes on the 
scale contemplated by the promoters of the 
proposed new university. 
A TALK WITH CHAIRMAN BLAKE. 

Mr. E. Nelson Blake, Chairman of the 
Committee of Thirty-six chosen to take ac- 
tion in reference to the raising of the $400,- 
000 necessary to secure the $600,000 offered 
by Mr. John D. Rockefeller of New York, as 
an endowment. fund for a new university, 
was asked if he thought the necessary sum 
would be forthcoming, and if there were 
any prospects that the old university prop- 
erty would be utilized should the money be 
raised. ey 

„Mr. Rockefeller contributes $600,000 as an 
endowment fund only,” said Mr. Blake; 
the other $400,000 is to be raised for build- 
ing and grounds. I doubt if the peopie of 
Chicago will take interest enough in the 
matter to raise the balance. As for utilizing 
the old building, it never was fit for college 
iN It would be better to tear the old 

uilding down and put the material into a 
new one than to attempt to remodel it. It is 
a question if the amount the old lot 
would cost could not be expended to 
better advantage in some equally available 
location. But the new college must be lo- 
cated in the City of Chicago, not in any of 
the suburos. That is an express stipuiation 
of Mr. Rockéfeller and of the whole move- 
ment. There is an impression abroad that 
the new university 1s to a denominational 
institution like the seminary at Morgan Park, 
but it is an erroneous one. It is the inten- 
tion to make it a general college, first-class 
in every respect, but there must be some 
head and management for such an institu- 
tion, consequently it will be under the control 
of the National Educational Association, 
which was formed a year ago last May inside 
the Baptist denomination. 

„The press and the people,“ continued Mr. 
Blake, a r to overlook the significant 
fact r. Rockefeller, who is a sagacious 
business-man, should select Chicago, after 
looking the field carefully over, as the place 
in which to establish such an institution. 
Mr. Rockefeller has many interests in Cleve- 


land, and strong pressure was brought to 
1 


bear to induce him to select Cleveland, New 
York, or Washington as che home of the 
college he desires’ to assist. But he said: 
‘No, gentiemen; Chicago is the place 

it. I have deen thinking this 
thing over for a year. Chicago is a 
great and growing centre of population 
and business and should be a great educa- 
The college will accomplish 
the most good in Chicago.’ The friends of 
the movement consider Mr. Rockefeller’s 
decision a high compliment to this city. He 
believes Chicago to be the great city of the 
future. Mr. Rockefeller knows that the 
pubiic-spirited citizens of means here have 
been engaged since the great fire in recover- 
ing their business and restoring their 
fortunes, and believes that now enough men 
can be found to take an interest in 
educational matters to add to his gen- 
erous contribution and found a college 
of which the city may be proud, and which 
will be an agency for the advancement of 
education throughout the West. We have 
now a splendid Academy of Design; one of 
the most noted libraries in the world wiil 
soon be open to the public, the new Aud- 
Korium will do much to advance the art of 
music, and all that is lacking to put us on a 
level in educational facilities with the cities 
of the East is a college of National 
repute. New England has enough 
educational institutions. The records of 
Yale, Harvard, and Princeton show that 
over one-half of their students are from New 
England, and of this one-half a large per- 
centage is from the immediate vicinity of tbe 
colleges. The lack of educational advantages 
in ane. makes this city just tne place fora 
start. Chicago will continue to be the com- 
mercial centre of the West, and should exert 
@ great educational influence upon the tribu- 
tary country.” 

Itis understood that another donor has 
agreed to add $100,000 to Mr. Rockefeller’s 
offer and the committee of which Mr. Blake 
is Chairman has subscribed $50,000. The 
committee argues that Mr. Rockefeller’s en- 
dowment will yield $30,000 annually, and that 
this amount with the tuition fees that would 
certainly come into the treasury will be 
sufficient to meet the expenses of a college 
first class in every respect.

Three Stories, Including a Large Gallery 
for Exhibitions Will Be Added—Plenty 
of Money Avatiabie for the Work—Gos- 
sip About the American Display—Some 
Artistic Tapestries Symbolical of Chi- 
cago—Famous Pictures Consigned to 
the Hammer. 


The officers of the Art Institute have de- 
cided upon extensive changes in the building | 


| Owing to the fact that its capacities are al- 


ready strained to accommodate the rapidly 
8 treasures of art. The court 
above the Malin galleries, where the Ameri- 
can paintings are now on exhibition, is to be 
eliminated, and tkree stories added to afford 
extra space. This change, by removing the 
skylights over the present galleries, will ren- 


der them unflt for the exhibition of pictures, 


and they will be devoted to other purposes. 
Three stories above them, however, a large 
gallery, amply lignted from above, will occu- 
py the same amount of space which is now 
allotted to the three. Connected with this 
large and beautiful apartment, in the north- 
ern portion of the fourth floor of tne Stude- 
baker Building, will be three or four extra 
galleries. Twolarge elevators will be con- 
structed for the accommodation of visitors, 
who, in these higher and more commodious 
quarters, will be able to see the pictures to 
much better advantage. The rooms which 
will be gained by filling up tne present court 
will be used for various purposes—exhibi- 
tions, temporary or permanent, of art objects, 
class rooms, studios, etc., including altera- 
tions in the present class rooms. The con- 
struction of a commodius audience room in 
the basement is also contemplated. 

The officers of the institute have money 
enough in hand to more than pay for these 
improvements, owing to the remarkable ex- 
cess of receipts over expenditures in every 
department during the last year. This ex-, 
cess, as heretofore stated, amounts to nearly 
$50,000, of which about three-fifths have been 
donated for various purposes, and the re- 


maining two-fifths represent what is left 


from rentals, admission and membership 
fees, tuition fees, etc., after the payment of 
ail the expenses of the institute. 
The money is to de used to en- 
rich the collections and improve the building. 
Work will be begun in the latter direction at 
the close of the present exhibition of Ameri- 
can paintings, which will continue untl 
June 30. 
PRIZES FOR AMERICANS. 

It is not vet decided what artists will re- 
ceive the two prizes of $300 and $250 offered 
respectively by Mr. James W. Elisworth and 
the Art Institute. Mr. Ellsworth's prize will 
be awarded to the artist exhibiting the best 
oil painting, provided that he be an Ameri- 
can citizen, and that the picture was painted 
in the United States and never previously 
exhibited in Chicago. The Art Institute 
prize will be given for the next best oil paint- 
ing by any living American citizen, whether 
painted in this country or not, provided 
it has not before been seen in this city. Mr. 
Thomas B. Clarke of New York, the well 
known collector of American paintings; Prof. 
Halsey C. Ives of St. Louis, and Mr. C. L. 
Hutchinson, the President of the Institute— 
all men of unquestionable taste—wiil award 
the prizes. It is understood that the de- 
cisions will be made as soon as Mr. Clarke, 
who has been detained unexpectedly in New 
York, can come to Chicago. It is to be hoped 
that the awards will be made upon no nar- 
row basis of mere technical proficiency, but 
that due respect will be paid to the imagina- 
tion as the quality of most importance in an 
artist’s equipment. 

Mr. William Prettyman has recently paint- 
ed some tapestries for the drawing-room of 
Mr. Laflin's house on Michigan avenue, 
which are conceived and executed in the 
noblest spirit of decorative art. Mr. Laflin 
being an old resident of Chicago, the artist 
has treated emblematically the history of 
the city in these four pictures; and they 
prove him the possessor of a vigor of im- 
agination and a wealth of feeling for the 
subtier harmonies of color which are rare 
among the painters of ourday. The medium 
used is aseries of indelible dyes which, 
while insuring permanence to the pictures in 
spite of Chicago’s sooty accretions, produce 
an effect at once soft and lustrous. 

SYMBOLS OF CHICAGO. 

The flrst of the four tapestries represents 
the river and the lake in the form of two 
female figures, of whom one, enthroned 
above, is pouring the waters from her inex- 
haustible urn into a wide shell upheld by the 
kneeling figure of the other. Green is the 
key of the color scheme, which is as richl 
toned as a forest in early spring to that dell. 
cate note which nature strikes firat on 
awakening after her winter’s sleep. The fig- 
ures are truthfully drawn and posed with a 
certain Michelangelesque dignity and gran- 
deur suited to the nobility of the subject. 

These qualities are even more noticeable in 
the second picture, which give us the ele- 
ments which have brought Chicago her 

reatness. Here the spirit of steam, a lovely 

neeling female figure, is watching and 
nursing a flame, while down from above 
swoops the angel of the winds, with brilliant 
wings outspread. Here the color theme is 
warmer and deeper, for the first youth of 
the city is vast and she is gathering strength. 
The third picture represents Good Fortune 
in the likeness of a fair maiden with Titian 
hair and piokish robes, carryimg an over- 
flowing horn of plenty; and the fourth gives 
us Hope for the future, a strongly modeled 


yet delicate figure whose aspiring eyes look | 


forward to we know not what achievements. 

The emblematic character of all these sub- 
jects is carried out to the minutest details, 
even to the softly modulated designsin the 
background, which a second glance reveals 
as an intertwining of conventionalized fishes 
and porpoises in the picture of the union of 
the waters, of anchorsin that of Hope, and 
so on through the series. The painter has 
evidentiy studied color to some purpose, for 
his use of it, while daring and brilliant, is in 
the highest degree harmonious and effective. 

A SALE OF FAMOUS PAINTINGS. 

The famous Secrétan collecwon of paint- 
ings and drawings by modern and old mas- 
ters—a collection which bas long been dear 
to the hearts of Parisians—will fall under 
the hammer the firstday of next month at 
the Sedelmeyer galleries on the Ruede la 
Rechefoucauld. Some famous pictures will 
then part company with each other, and go 
to widely separate destinations. America, 
which already possesses so many notable ex- 
amples of the best work of the men of 1830, 
ought not to lose this opportunity of gaining 
Millet’s *‘ Angelus,” a picture whicn created 
anew epoch in art, aud which epitemizes the 
artist’s time and country as Paul Veronese’s 
„% Marriage of Cana’’ epitomizes the Venice 
of the Renaissance. The purchaser will 
have to bid high for it, however, and 
it is not improbable that he may 
have one or two national treasuries against 
him—a fact which need not daunt our mill- 
jonaires in the least. It will be interesting 
to compare the price now paid for it with 
the paltry sum which it brought at first, 
when a small fraction of the fortune it will 
bring today would have saved the artist 
much drudgery and his family much dis- 
comfort. 

Corot is represented by some of his finest 
works, such as “The Morning” and 
4% Biblis.“ Delacroix’s well known Return 
of Columbus” and the intensely dramatic 
„Tiger and Serpent are two of the seven 
examples of the great colorist. Fortuny 
has a crowded canvas or two, 
Fromentin gives us fierce activity 
in L Alertes“ and several other 
scenes from that mytnical or real Arab life 
which the artists deligut in. There are beau- 
tiful little loves and graces by Diaz, a num- 
ber of Troyon’s incomparable studies of ani- 
mais, and several landscapes by Rousseau, 
whose brush conveys 80 truly his deep com- 
prehension of nature. Of Meissonier there 
are no fewer then thirty-one examples, com- 
prising specimens from every period of his 
life and genius; beautiful little studies of 
talkers, writers, readers of the olden tame, 
and crowded canvases like the well-known 
„ Cuirassiers-1805.“ Many of these charac- 
teristic examples of a painter supreme in his 
department will undoubtedly come to Amer- 
ica, and Chicago collectors ought to win a 


few. 

M. Secrétan did not confine himself to mod- 
ern art, however. His collection contains 
admirable examples of Veiasquez, Reynolds, 
Rembrandt, Van Dyck, Rubens, Frans Hals 
and other masters, especially of the Dutch 
school. Anticipating the dispersion of his 
collection, the owner bas prepared an elabor- 
ate catalogue, beautifully illustrated with 
photogravures, executed with care and deli- 
cacy. The edition of this catalogue which 
comes to America has a: preface by Albert 
Wolff, whose appreciative criticism has done 
much to assist the worid to @ sympathetic 
comprehension of the art of modern France.

A HERO IN HUMBLE LIFE 


How an English Workman Entered a Fiery 
Pit to Save a Comrade, 

About 8 o’clock Saturday night, May 18, as 
some workmen in the Siemens department 
of Messrs. Thomas Firth & Sons, Sheffield, 
were about to remove a red-hot steel ingot, 
weighing twenty-six tons, from the casting- 
pit a terrible accident occurred. The 100 
tons traveling crane had been brought into 
position over the ingot, which stood in the 
casting-pit, as shown in the accompanying 
sketch, when, as one of the workmen (Stan- 
ley by name) was adjusting the chain on the 
crane, his foot slipped and he fell into the 
pit, a distance of fifteen feet, right down be- 
side the column of red-hot steel. Some idea 
may possibly be formed of the awful nature 
of Stanley’s position when itis known that 
the ingot had butafew hours previously 
been a sea of bubbling fluia in the furnace. 
And then a deed was done at which one’s 
flesh creeps as one thinks of it.

Jack ’’—we call him Brave John Smith now— 
realizing in a moment the awful position of 
or Stanley, who lay there, stunned by the 
all. close to the ingot, and was already 
ablaze and roasting alive, seized a iadder 
and, thrusting itin an adjoining pit, hurried 
down, encountering an awkward fall through 
the ladder suddenly turning round. 
covering himself in an instant Smith rushed 
to the rescue, and stepping into we inner pit, 
that is, the space immediately surrounding 
the bottom of the ingot (a step down of three 
feet and a width from wall to ingot of only 
two feet tnree inches, as wiil be seen 
in the drawing), speedily picked up bis 
mate end succeeded in carrying him into 
the next pit, whence he was able, by the as- 
sistance of other workmen, to get him up the 
ladder. Then John Smith lay down, and 
was afterwards carried in a dazed state to 
the infirmary. When Ladd that Stanley was 
a heavy, robust man and the sailor a man of 
only about nine stone in weight, and that he 
entered the pit with scarcely any clothing 
on and with his shirt sleeves rolled up, it 
will perhaps be possible for your readers to 
form some idea of what this brave man must 
have endured. Poor Staniey died three days 
afterwards—a sadly unrecognizable object to 
those who had known him best. John Smith, 
who was exposed to the heat for only a few 
seconds less time than Stanley, is doing fair- 
ly well, though he is severely burned about 
the arms and hands.— Pall Ma Budget,
